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OUR PETROLEUM TRADE WITH 
FRANCE IN DANGER. 


When the debate upon the tariff bill 
was on in Congress petroleum received 
considerable attention, but scant cour- 
tesy. The hue and cry went up that 
the industry had grown fat at the ex- 
pense of the consumer and that an ex- 
ample should be made of it. It was 
more than apparent that the attacks 
upon American petroleum were in- 
tended to injure the principal refining 
interests, and in making them the 
amount of ignorance displayed as to 
the true situation leads to the belief 
that it was not so much lack of knowl- 
edge, after all, but rather a spirit of 
malice which inspired them. The in- 
dependent interests which cover close 
to 90 per cent. of the production of 
crude oil, and which are very heavily 
involved in the refining business, did 
all that was possible to make it clear 
to Congress that the placing of petro- 
leum upon the free list would be an 
act of injustice to them, to their army 








of employes and to a host of others 
indirectly dependent upon the indus- 
try for a livelihood. The National Pe- 
troleum Association of America, too, 
exerted all of its influence in vain. 
Petroleum, crude and _ refined, was 
placed upon the free list, without so 
much as a qualifying clause. The 


American market is therefore open 
to the world and open to attacks from 
Russia, Austria-Hungary, Hungary, 
Roumania, Mexico and other producing 
countries. 

To make matters worse, 
the abrogation of the reciprocity treaty 
with France. Up to last November 
there had been a trade agreement be- 
tween the United States and that 
country, which provided that in return 
for certain concessions in the rates of 
duty imposed by our government upon 
goods of French origin, certain of our 
goods should enjoy the minimum rates 
established under the existing law in 
France. Among these goods was pe- 
troleum., 

The rates, which were applicable to 
American oils entering France prior 
to November 1 last, were 5.12 cents per 
crude, and 7,31 cents per 
gallon for refined oil and naphthas, 
And these same rates are to-day en- 
joyed by Russia, Roumania and other 
European producers. Since the expira- 
lion of the treaty, however, the rate on

gallon for 


the American products has_ been 
doubled, and our oils are now taxed 
10.24 cents per gallon for crude and 
14.62 cents per gallon on refined and 
naphthas. We are discriminated 
against in this way to the extent of 
one hundred per cent. This means 
that our oils are practically barred 
from the French market. 


The extent of this loss may be bet- 
ter understood by the knowledge that 
during the five fiscal years beginning 
July 1, 1908, and ending June 30, 1908, 
there were exported from this country. 
to France crude mineral and natural 
oils (without regard to gravity) to the 
amount of 256,664,228 gallons, 
at $14,747,063.

The total volume and value of the 
French trade in American petroleum 
during the five years named, which 


may be reckoned as a fair indication 
of annual business, were, according to 
these tables, 488,904,997 gallons and 
$33,913,998. This heavy and profitable 
trade from all accounts stands a good 
chance of being lost to the United 
States, if some way not found to 
induce the French government to re- 
store the old rates and place our ex- 
porters upon the same level in the 
matter of petroleum as the other na- 
tions of the world. It may not be per-

as those of other countries, is practi- 
cally prohibiting their entry to her 
market. 

It was announced last week from 
Washington that during November the 
value of our petroleum exports to 
France had ‘fallen from a million dol- 
lars to a little over twenty-six thou- 
sand, and of this there was not a single 
gallon of illuminating oil. The de- 
cline, of course, is significant and may 
give cause for some alarm, but it 
should be remembered that French pur- 
chases for some time prior to the effec- 
tiveness of the abrogation of the trade 
agreement have been particularly 
heavy, the object being to escape the 
new duties, and the importers on the 
other side must therefore have sup- 
plied their wants for some time ahead; 
so that the falling off last month should 
not be taken as being directly the ef- 
fect of the new order of things. There 
is, however, in the entire situation suf- 
ficient cause for considerable uneasi- 
ness, and it should be needless to urge 
that every influence possible be brought 
to bear in an effort to persuade the 
French government to restore Amer- 
ican petroleum to its former status.

AWKWARD POSITION OF OLIVE 
OIL. 


The year just drawing to a close will 
be remembered by the oil trade for at 
two radical changes in market 
concitions. One of these has been the 
introduction in a substantial way of 
soya bean oil, and the other has been 
the falling off in the consumption of 
the product of the olive for commercial 
purposes. On the former subject the 
Reporter has quite recently dwelt at 
some length. It has been one of those 
important events which occur but at 
rare intervals during the business ca- 
reer of the average man of affairs, and 
it will be more than usually interest- 
ing to note the effect of the advent 
of this new and useful raw material 
upon the oil market of the United 
States during the ensuing year. But 
it is with the latter condition that we 
would most concern ourselves at the 
moment, 

To present the situation properly 
one must consider the general all-round 
price advances in the staple oils, which 
this year have ruled exceptionally high. 
Linseed oil, for example, a year ago 
sold in car lots at 46 cents per gallon, 
To-day the same brand of oil is firm 
at about 69 cents, with prospects fa- 
voring a further advance. Prime sum- 
mer yellow cottonseed oil a year ago 
sold on spot at 38% cents per gallon.

To-day it is worth 7% cents a pound 
or 56% cents per gallon. Corn oil, 
twelve months ago, which was held 


at 5 1-5@5%4 cents, commands now 6.65 
@6.70 cents per pound, Ceylon cocoa- 
nut oil, which last year was offered at 
6%,@7 cents per pound is now held at 
9@9% cents, and the respective prices 
of Cochin a year ago and to-day are 


74@i% and 9%@10 cents. So it has 
been, too, with many of the oils of 
lesser importance, the changes being 
brought about by restricted produc- 
tion in many cases and a generally 
improved demand, 

With olive oil imported for indus- 
trial purposes, however, conditions 
have been in marked contrast. During 


a season when the raw materials enu- 
merated were running high in value, it 
might be supposed that the great olive 
staple would at least hold its own. But 
two potent circumstances have oper- 
ated against this and non-edible olive 
oil, which last December was held at 
$1.20 per gallon, is to-day quoted at 
80 cents in a market which, at current 
figures, is anything but strong. The 
first reason for this radical change 
and one which has tended greatly to 
the advantage of the oil, has been the 
reconstruction of the tariff. 
Under the new rules the 
value of 60 cents per gallon fixed as 
the highest limit for commercial olive 
oil has been abrogated and any olive 
oil which can be proven unfit for table 
use is admitted duty free without re- 
gard to its invoice cost. When a dif- 
ference of opinion arises on this point 
of quality, as is bound to arise from 
to time betweeen the importers 
the customs authorities, the diffi-

culty may be quickly overcome by the 
simple process of denaturing. This 
is as it should have been years ago, 
and as a sample of the hardships to 
which importers have been subjected, 
we would refer to two cases recently 
decided by the United States Circuit 
Court, to which reference is made in 
another page of this issue. The first 


is that of Balaban vs, the United 
States, involving the importation of 
two hundred barrels of olive oil for 


mechanical or industrial purposes. 
Of this consignment fifty-nine barrels 
were refused free entry as being of 
too high a quality, nothwithstanding 


that the cost at the place of origin 


had been within the sixty-cent limit 
allowed by law. The second case, 
combined six protests and involved 


importations by well-known importers, 


whose integrity was undoubted when 
they made the claim that the oil 
in question was for industrial pur- 
poses only. Sut the appraisers in 
every case ruled that some of the 
oil was fit for food; the Court up- 
held the decision and the importers 
must pay the high impost of forty 


cents a gallon, or take another chance 
before the Court of Appeals. As the 
decision of the lower court hinged sole- 
ly upon matters of fact, and no ques- 
tion of law was involved, the prospects 
for success before a higher tribunal 
would appear too slight to warrant the 
trouble and expense. 

But this is digressing to a certain 
extent from the main question, which 
concerns the peculiar position of olive 
oil in the market to-day. Some time 
before the Payne-Aldrich bill became 
effective, which was not so very long 
ago, the conditions were such that 
practically no olive oil could be brought 
in for industrial purposes. There had 
been two lean years of olive production, 
and the scarcity not only led to un- 
usually high prices, but to such an im- 
provement in the quality offered for 
mill use that the difficulties with the 
customs officials rose thick and fast. 
Under circumstances which compelled 
the gathering together of oil from all 
the producing centers of the old world 
there was, of course, no telling how 
high in quality a large proportion of it 
would measure in the eyes of the ap- 
praisets; and as the imposition of the 
duty meant that the importer could 
be left with a white elephant on his 
hands in the shape of goods which 
could not command a good price as 
an article of diet, and which were alto- 
gether too expensive for ordinary com- 
mercial usage, the importation of olive 
oil became too precarious to be worth 
the risk. Naturally, the trade was 
neglected. As consumers could not pro- 
cure sufficient supplies, they cast about 
for substitutes, and the replacement of 
the olive by other oils in the soap ket- 
tles may have in a large measure made 
its influence felt in establishing some 
of the higher prices noted in respect to 
the latter. 

This year, however, there has been 
a vast improvement in the olive crops 
abroad. While the outturn had rat 
been exceptionally heavy, at least it 
represents the yield of a normal year, 
and is in marked contrast with the two 
previous seasons. Importers in Eng- 
land write that oil has been reaching 
the Liverpool markei quite freely from 
Spain, Tunis and Algeria and as a 
consequence prices have declined con- 
siderably. A consummation, they say, 
that has been devoutly sought by the 
importers, who have seen with anxiety 
the steady advances in popularity of 
competing oils. As usual, however, in 
a falling market buyers have been 
shy. They are holding off in the hope 
ot getting in at the bottom. 

Prices have fallen £25 per ton since 
the first of the year, but apparently 
without attracting trade, and yet, not- 
withstanding the present low cost, 
there considerable complaint of 
adulteration, 

On this side, prices of commercial 
oil for January-June shipment are 
down to sixty-five cents in bond, but 
buyers show the indifference as 
in the United Kingdom. The impres- 
sion that oil may go lower, and it 
asserted that the holders, when it 
was scarce and costly last year, were

Substitutes of 
various kinds have found their way 
into the market and have become more 
or less established, and unless the in- 
ducements to return to the original 
product are particularly tempting, it 
is going to be no easy task to dislodge 
them. 

Probably the most serivus competitor 
that olive and othcr suup-making oils 
have to fear is the soya bean, which 
so rapidly found favor in Europe and 
which is already extensively known in 
this country. It has a decided advan- 
tage in price over competing products, 
and from all accounts its production is 
on a scale which apparently reduces 
the danger of a sudden shortage to a 
minimum, 

The effects of the

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Duty on English Perfumes and Spir- 


ituous Preparations, 
MANUFACTURERS IN THE UNITED KING 
DOM PROTEST AGAINST AMERICAN 
METHOD OF RECKONING ASSESS- 
MENT, BUT RULE [IS SUFFICIENTLY 
GLEAR, AND BRITISH BOARD OF 
TRADE DECLINES. TO INTER- 
FERE IN THE MATTER 
London, Dec. 14, 1909. 
Recounted in the Reporter of September 
20, anc November 8, were the steps being 
taken to secure the co-operation of the 
British Bourd of Trade in a_ protest 
against the principle followed by the 
United States Customs of calculating the 
duty on perfumes and _ spirituous prep- 
arations not on the export’ invoice 
but on the home market value 
here, the county of origin—a _ price 
which in the case of English goods 
includes local excise duty. This some 
British manufacturers consider arbitrary, 
unjust, inimical to their own interests 
and increases the price to the American 
consumer. It was mentioned that on # 
line of toilet water invoiced at 27s, per 
dozen less 10 per cent, and 20 per cent., 
duty was claimed at the American port 
on the price in London, namely, 36s. per 
dozen less 10 per cent. and 10 per cent,— 
the difference in the prices worked out at 
about 9s.

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OBITUARY. 


Dr. Charles B. Dudley. 


After a short illness Dr. Charles B. 
Dudley died of typhoid pneumonia at his 
home in Altoona, Pa., on Tuesday of last 
week, 


Dr. Dudley was born at Oxford, Che- 
nango county, New York, July 14, 1842. 
He was educated at the country se hools 


and the village academy, enlisted in the 
army in 1862 and served until the close of 
the war. He was graduated from Yale 


with the class of 1871, after which he en- 
tered upon a post-graduate course in the 
Sheflield Scientific School, graduating in 


1874. A year after his graduation he was 
appointed cnemist of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, with headquarters in 
Altoona, which position he held at the 
time of his death, although he had not 





been actively engaged in this work for 
about a year. 

The deceased gentleman was_ twice 
chosen president of the American Chem- 
ical Society, had been ccuenhens of 
the American Institute of Mining Engi- 
neers, and a member of other national en-

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No Amendment to Sherman Law 
Likely This Session. 





THH ADMINISTRATION, SOME sARGE 
CORPORATIONS AND AMERICAN ‘ 
ERATION OF LABOR FAVOR RADI- 
CAL CHANGES, BUT IT Is 
DBEMED WISE TO WAIT DE- 
CISION OF SUPREME 
COURT IN STANDARD 
OIL AND TOBACCO 
CASES, 

Washington, Dec. 24, 1909. 
That the present session of Congress 
will adjourn without action in either 
House upon the numerous propositions 


for the amendment of the Sherman anti- 
trust law is the opinion of those leaders 
ot the two houses in the best position 
to appraise the outlook. This does not 
mean that the leaders do not desire the 
amendment of the law, nor does it indi- 
cate any relaxation of the pressure on 
both houses from various sources to ob- 
tain more or less comprehensive modifi- 
cations of the statute; it means simply 
that until certain provisions of the exist- 


ing law have been authoritativ ely con- 
strued by the United States Supreme 
Court in important pending cases, the 


administration finds it difficult to recom- 
mend detailed changes and the Congres- 
sional leaders are reluctant to legislate. 

Three influential interests desire the 
amendment of the Sherman law, namely, 
the administration, certain important in- 
dustrial combinations, prominent among 
which is the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, and the organized workmen of the 
country, as represented by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. The adminis- 
tration desires, if possible, that the Sher- 
man law shall be so liberalized that it 
shall not be illegal for a number of in- 
dustrial corporations to enter into a com- 
bination for the purpose of reducing the 
cost of production and effecting other 

economies calculated to cheapen their 
products to the consumer, provided such 
combination does not seek the elimina- 
tion of all competition; in other words, 
the President and Attorney General 
would be giad to see the statute so 
amended as to make it clear that it does 
not prohibit the so-called ‘‘good trusts” 
from continuing their operations, with- 
out in any way weakening the authority 
of the law to curb and punish the ‘‘bad 
trust.”” It is freely conceded that the 
problem here involved is an exceedingly 
‘lifficult and delicate one, the solution of 
which will test the ability of the ablest 
lawyers upon the Judiciary Committee of 
the two houses, 

The President would have incorporated 
in his recent annual message his recom- 
mendations for those amendments had 
it not been that the United States Su- 
preme Court would soon be called upon to 

construe the Sherman act in the cases 
brought by the government against the 
American Tobacco Company and the 
Standard Oil Company. The cases against 
the American Tobacco Company are cross 
appeals from the court below, which 
found the great tobacco combination to be 
a conspiracy in restraint of trade, but 
declined to go to the lengths desired by 
the Attorney General, whose petition 
sought the dissolution of the corporation 
and the sale of its assets to the highest 
bidder. 

The case against the Standard Oi] Com- 
pany was brought in the United States 
Court at St. Louis, and was recently de- 
cided in favor of the government in a 
sweeping opinion so broad as to carry 
consternation to the managers of the 
most legitimate combinations in the coun- 
try. The Court held in effect that any 
consolidation by which two or more com- 
panies competing were brought under one 
management was ‘a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade’’ and therefore in viola- | 

on of the Sherman law. This goes much 


further than any United States Court 
eretofore has been willing to go, and 
Yalses an issue which obviously must 


determined by the United States Su- 
preme Court before the Sherman act can ] 
be satisfactorily revised. It is contended 


by the ablest lawyers in both houses 
that Congress never intended to pass so 


sweeping an enactment and should the 
decision of the court below be upheld by 
the highest tribunal in the land, the 
Congressional leaders will be prompt to 
undertake the necessary amendment to 
prevent the further prohibition of ‘‘rea- 
sonable’’ combinations for legitimate pur- 
poses. Much opposition is expected, how- 
ever, and the outcome is uncertain, 

The necessity for deferring the amend- 
ment of the Sherman law until these im- 
portant cases can be decided is obvious, 
hut the period of the delay is not easily 
estimated. The hearing of the tobacco 
trust cases in the United States Supreme 
Court has heen set for 3, but no 


vt ; January 3 
decision is expected until after the Easter 
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recess. The appeal in the case of the 
Standard Oil Company has not yet been 
filed in the Supreme Court, but will be 
presented early in January. With the 
present crowded condition of the docket, 
there is some doubt that it will be heard 
and decided at this term, even should the 
court grant the motion of the Attorney 


Generai to advance it for early argu- 
ment, 

Under the circumstances, it would be 
folly to attempt to predict the future 


course of the movement to amend the 


Sherman law and it would not be sur- 
prising should nothing be accomplished 
during the present Congress, which will 
expire March 4, 1911. It is more than 


probable, however, that the Congressional 
committees will not wait for the final 
auction of the Supreme Court before tak- 
ing up the matter for consideration and 
important hearings may be held before 
ihe end of the present session, Much 
preliminary work must be done, especial- 
ly if a serious attempt is to be made to 
pass « law during the short session be- 


ginning next December, which will em- 
brace barely 60 legislative days. 
‘The objec t of the United States Steel 


corporation and other combinations seek- 
ing the amendment of the Sherman law 
is said to be substantially identical with 
that of the administration; organized 
ia: xr, however, is urging an independent 
ane characteristically unreasonable and 

ltish proposition; namely, the exemption 
of all labor organizations from the opera- 
tion of the Sherman act. A provision to 
this effect was incorporated in the so- 
called Civie Federation bill, which was 
the subject of protracted hearings before 
the Judiciary committees of the two 
Houses in the 6th Congress. The labor 
leaders strongly urged the exemption, 
and are preparing to make a _ vigorous 
campaign along the same lines when the 
matler is again taken up, While a_cer- 





tain element in both Houses will be 
found to favor the labor leaders’ pro- 
gram, conservative lawyers in Congress 


are opposed to it, not only on its merits, 
but because they ‘do not believe that such 
an exemption would be_ constitutional. 
Several States have enacted laws embody- 
ing similar exemptions in favor of farm- 
ers, laborers, etc., but up to the present 
cime the United States Supreme Court has 
not been called upon to rule upon the 
constiu tionality of these particular pro- 
visions. It is significant that in all the 
meesures thus far formulated for the 
amendment of the Sherman law great 
‘are has been exercised to draft the pro- 
nose “1 labor exemption as a separate sec- 
tion in order that the entire amendatory 
statute shall not be declared invalid in 
the event the exemption itself is held to 
be unconstitutional.

SUMMARY OF LEGAL WORK AND CASES 


INVOLVED DURING THE TWELVE 
MONTHS ENDED JUNE 30--SOME 
INTERESTING FACTS CITED IN 


ANNUAL REPORT OF DE- 
PARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 
Washington, Dec, 24, 199. 


Nearly 500 cases involving violations of 
the Pure Food and Drugs act of 196 
were instituted during the year ending 
June 30, 1909, by the Department of Jus- 
tice, upon the recommendation of the 
Department of Agriculture, according to 
the forthcoming annual report of the so- 
licitor of the latter department. This re- 
port gives an interesting summary of the 
legal work under this important statute 
during the past fiscal year, and presents 
a brief synopsis otf some of the most im- 
portant points determined by the judicial 
decisions. Manufacturers and dealers will 
examine this report with special interest, 
as it recounts very important progress 
made during the year in securing author- 
itative constructions of some of the most 
important questions raised under’ the 
Pure Food and Drugs act, including the 
basic issue as to its constitutionality. 
The Solicitor says:— 

“Four hundred and ninety-four cases of vio 
lations of the Food and Drugs act of June 50, 
1906, were reported by the department to the 
Attorney-General and United States attorneys 
during the fiscal year, 350 more than were so 


reported during the previous year. Of these 
494 cases, 85 resulted in convictions in 
criminal prosecutions, almost wholly upon 


pleas of guilty, and _ the imposition of 
fines amounting to $2,002, and costs of equal, 
if not greater, amount, an accurate statement 
of which cannot be given here, as the figures 
were not available in tiie for this report; 98 
resulted in decrees of condemnation and for- 
feiture under section 10 of the act, carrying 
with them costs of substantial amounts Which 
were paid by claimants of the goods; 1 case 
resulted in a verdict for the defendant; in 
another case a motion of the United States at- 
torney for leave to file an information was 
denied by the court; in 2 seizure cases the 
goods could not be found; in 1, answer of 
claimant was sustained and libel dismissed; 
in 2 seizure cases tried by a jury, verdicts were 
found for claimant, under instruction of the 
court, and appeal taken by the government, 
which is now pending in the Circuit Court of 
Appeals; 135 cases were dismissed either be 


fore action commenced or before issue raised 
in the courts; in 58 cases no action after re- 


port had been taken before the close of the 
year; and 74 criminal and 42 seizure cases 
were pending in the courts at the close of the 
year, It will be seen that of the cases re- 
ported during the year, 135 were dismissed. 
It rmust not be inferred from this that there 
was anything inherently defective in the evi- 
dence submitted by the department in much 
the larger number of these cases. They all 
represented substantial violations of the act. 
and the proof in all but a few of them was 
ample to sustain prosecutions, but due regard 
was had for circumstances of mitigation and 
palliation and, in many instances, excuse, 
which commended themselves to that discretion 
which must reside in any department of the 
government charged with the duty of admin 
istering an act of Congress, and as a result 
the department recommended to the Attorn 
General and the United States attorney

It was also con- 
tended by the claimant in the case of the 
United States vs. 65 casks of liquid extracts, 
above referred to, that the provision of sec- 
tion 8 of the act that a food or drug shall be 
deemed to be misbranded ‘if the package fail 
to bear a statement on the label of the quan- 
tity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine,’ 
ete., does not require a label to be placed on 
packages of foods and drugs containing these 
substances, and hence if the manufacturer and 
shipper of such goods omits to put a label on 


















them, the content of alcohol, morphine, ete. 
need not be stated, and no violation of the 
act is committed. In other words, the sub- 


stance of the argument was that if the pack 
age bear a label the content of alcohol must be 
stated thereon, but if no label is put on the 
package the content of the alcohol need not 
be stated. This contention was argued by the 
elaimant at much length and with apparent 

sonfidence in the correctness of this inter- 
pretation of the act, but the court overruled 
it. 





“One other question of importance was 
raised during the year. 'n a prosecution in 
the district of New Jersey against the Oriental 
Dragee Company for shipment of confectionery 
adulterated with metallic silver, the defendant 
contended that it was incumbent on the gov- 
ernment to allege in the information and prove 
at the trial that this silver was not only a 
mineral substance, but also that it was poi- 
sonous and deleterious or detrimental to health, 
It was further contended that the term ‘other 





mineral substance’ in section 7 of the act 
should be construed, according to the principle 
of ejusdem generis, to include only mineral 


substances of the same particular description 
as those specifically mentioned in the preced- 
ing part of the sentence, and that, so con- 
strued, metallic silver was not included, and 
foods containing it are therefore not adul- 
terated. In a _ well-considered opinion the 
court overruled the contention. The defendant 
was tried, convicted and sentenced to pay a 
fine of $100. The same question was also 
raised by defendant’s demurrer in the case of 
United States vs. French Silver Dragee Com- 
pany, in the Southern District of New York, 
but the demurrer was overruled, a plea of not 
guilty entered, and the case was pending for 
trial at the close of the year. 

“In January of the present fiscal year, as a 
result of Food Iuspection Decision No. 100, 
wherein the Secretary published his findings 
that flour bleached with nitrogen peroxide is 
adulterated and misbranded, the Alsop Process 
Company of St. Louis, Mo., filed its petition in 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
against the Secretary of Agriculture praying 
a writ of mandamus to compel the Secretary 
to withhold the recommendation of prosecu- 
tions against manufacturers and shippers of 
flour bleached by the Alsop process, owned 
ind controlled by the petitioners, and to re- 
voke, cancel and annul the decision and re- 
train from cireulating further copies of it. 
The answer of the Secretary denying the right 
of petitioners to the writ was duly filed and 
the issue thereby made elaborately argued, 
and the writ denied by the court. An appeal 
was prosecuted to the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia, where the decision of the 
Supreme Court was sustained. 

‘“‘Near the close of the year a bill was filed 
in the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia by the Hipolite Egg Company against 
the Secretary of Agriculture, praying that an 
injunction be granted restraining the Secretary 
from further enfarcement of the Food ana 
Drugs Act, both as respects the complainant 
and all others similarly affected by the act. 
This suit grew out of a proceeding under sec- 
tion 10 of the act, in the Southern District of 
Illinois, for seizure and condemnation of 50 
eases of eggs adulterated with boric acid, 
prepared by the Hipolite Egg Company and 
shipped by it from St. Louis, Mo., to Peoria, 
Ill. The basis of the prayer for an injune- 
tion is the alleged unconstitutionality of the 
act. The matter was presented to the court on 
behalf of cemplainants in June, and a _ pre- 
liminary injunction refused, but a rule on the 
Secretary to show cause why an injunction 
should not be granted was allowed and made 
returnable in the early part of August. The 
case was pending on this rule at the close of 
the year,.”’

At meeting of the Baltimore Drug 
Exchange and allied interests Monday at- 
ternoon at the rooms of the Travel 
and Merchants’ Association, called to dis- 
cuss the pure food and drug measure to 
be introduced at the next session of the 
Maryland Legislature, it was practically 

d to indorse the measure drafted by 

Governor's commission, Some unim- 
portant modifications, however, will be in- 
sisted upon, one of therm being the la- 
beling clause, so as to make it conform to 
the national Pure Food and Drugs Act. 

The gathering was held for the pur- 
pose of agreeing on some joint action be- 
fore the Governor's commission to-day. 
Besides the Drug Exchange there were 
represented the Maryland Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association, the taltimore Retail 
Druggists’ Association, the Manufactur- 
ing Confectioners’ Association, the Mary- 
land Wholesale Grocers’ Association, the 
Baltimore branch of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, and other bodies. 
Delegates from about fifty firms were on 
hand, among them all! of the largest drug 
houses in the city. 

The Governor's commission bill was 
compared with the measure proposed by 
the Legislative Committee of the Mary- 
land Pharmaceutical Association and of 
the Drug Exchange. It was agreed that 
any food and drug legislation for the 
State should conform closely to the na- 
tional law. The statement was made 
that it cost the manufacturers thousands 
of dollars to change their labels in ac- 
cordance with the national law, and that 
if the Maryland !aw required further 
changes, the manufacturers would be put 
to additional expense. This increased 
cost, in some instances, it was asserted, 
would put manufacturers out of business, 
as the local trade was not large enough 
to warrant hiving the extra jabels 
printed. The expediency of joining with 
the Governor's commission in the sup- 
port of its measure, provided the board 
saw ite way clear to making certain con- 
cessions, was urged. 

The portion of the measure most stren- 
uously objected to was that relative to 
the labeling of goods. This provision, it 
was contended, should be the same as 
that in the national Pure Food and 
Drugs Act. 

At the joint meeting with the Gover- 
nor‘s commission to-day majority and mi- 
nority reports were submitted by the in- 
terests represented at Monday's meeting. 
The majority report favored the commis- 
sion’s bill, while the report of the minor- 
ity declared for the bill of the Maryland 
Medical and Chirurgical Faculty. 

Delegations of the Drug Exchange, the 
Grocers’ Association, the Maryland Phar- 
maceutical Association and other bodies 
appeared before the Governor's commis- 
sion this afternoon to attempt the task of 
uniting the various interests upon one of 
the several pure food and drug bills that 
have been adopted or recommended for 
enactment. A number of those present 
gave their views, 4nd the commissioners 
listened attentively. 

The statement is made by Paul M. Bur- 
nett, an attorney, who speaks for the 
Drug Exchange and othe that if the 
Maryland Medical and Chirurgical Faculty 
will agree to drop Dr. Marshall L. Price, 
the secretary of the State LBoard of 
Health, the other organizations are pre 
pared to indorse the Faculty’s bill. The 
opposition to Dr. Price is based largely 
upon the assertion that he lacks the 
proper equipment and experience for the 
discharge of the duties which he would 
be called upon to perform if the Board of 
Health were empowered to administer the 
proposed law, and that with him as the 
principal executive officer the other in- 
terests could not assent to the Faculty 
bill. According to report, Dr. Gorter, the 
chairman of the Faculty committee, and 
others, are willing to make the conces- 
sion demanded and drop Dr. Price. The 
latter, however, has some influential ad- 
herents, and the movement to oust him 
would encounter very determined opposi- 
tion. Apparently, pure food and drug 
legislation is not to be attained without a 
hard fight.

When we consider what the Pharmacopeia 
is,.the absurdity of its ‘‘capture’’ by pharma- 
cists or physicians be manirest The 
Vharmacopeia is a book in which the princi- 
pal drugs used by physicians in the treatment 
of disease are listed, and described with es 
pecial reference to their strength and purity. 
As to what remedies they are to use and 
want officially listed, physicians are the sole 
judges, whether they are at the bedside of their 
patients or on the floor of the pharmacopeeial 
convention hall; as to the method of prepar- 
ing such remedies and applying tests for their 
strength and purity, pharmacists and chem- 
ists know best, whether they are at their 
daily work or acting as members of 4 com 
mittee to revise official standards, Pharma- 
cists cannot ‘apture’’ the physician’s inter- 
est in the Pharmacope@ia and physicians can- 
not displace pharmaceutical chemists on the 
committee of revision. 

Since the passage by Congress of the Food 
and Drugs act the Pharmacopcia has become 
something more than a guide for prescribers 
and dispensers; it is now a part of the law 
setting a limit for manufacturers and im 
porters upon the weakness and impurity of 
the drugs in which they deal. This means 
that if manufacturers and importers are not 
satisfied with the definitions of drugs made by 
the committee of revision, they may try to 
‘capture’ the Pharmacope@ia as a preliminary 
step in their efforts to secure such changes as 
they may desire. 

There is no room or occasion for antagonism 
between physicians and pharmacists in the con- 
duct of the work of revising the Pharmaco- 
poeia, but there is good reason why they should 
stand shoulder to shoulder prepared to re- 
pulse any assault which may be made on the 
integrity of the book by those whose interest 
in it is purely commercial.

There seems to be a wholesome disposition 
on the part of those pharmacists who are ac- 
tive in such matters, to make the next conven- 
tion for revising the United States Pharma- 
coporia broadly representative as possible. 
So eminent a man as the chairman of the 
committee of revision has repeatedly voiced 
this sentiment in public, and other members 
of the committee in public and in private 
have expressed themselves as being in favor 
ot allowing representation in the convention 
of all interests that have any reasonable 
grounds for desiring, and any disposition to 
seek it. 

Elsewhere in this issue is printed a paper 
by Prof, Henry Kraemer, in which is dis- 
cussed the constitutional bar to the admission 
to the pharmacopeeial convention of delegates 
from any except certain bodies, and how this 
bar may be removed—how the constitution may 
be amended. Prof. Kraemer calls attention 
anew to a fact pointed out in the Circular for 
October, .namely, that an amendment to the 
constitution must be accepted by the affirma- 
tive vote of not less than five members of the 
board of trustees of the convention and pub- 
lished in the medical and pharmaceutical press 
for three months before the decennial meeting, 
before it may be acted upon by the conven- 
tion itself, where a three-fourths vote is nec- 
essary for its adoption. 

The constitution of the 
stands at present makes no provision for rep- 
resentation in the decennial meeting of such 
organizations as the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ ociation and the National 
Dental 8 tion, to say nothing of various 
other national and State, which are 
more or less interested in the standards to be 
set by the convention. Even the Department 
of Agriculture, which has been more active 
than any other branch of the government in 
enforcing the Food and Drugs Act, of which 
act the Pharmacopeia is a part is not enti- 
tled to representation in the convention. 

At the recent annual meeting of the Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association a suggestion was 
made that the association appoint delegates 
to the pharmacopeeial convention in advance 
of any change in the convention's constitution 
which would entitle such delegates to be 
seated, but this suggestion seems not to have 
been acted upon. In the case of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists it is clear that 
the association is composed of men who are 
profoundly affected by the Pharmacopceia, yet 
as this organization has grown up since the 
constitution of the pharmacopeeial convention 
adopted, no provision is made in that 
document for its representation in the conven- 
tion. The dentists made application to the 
pharmacopeeial convention of 1900 for recog- 
nition, but unsucessfully, yet so much has 
sentiment changed in the direction of greater 
eatholicity in the convention, that as long ago 
1906, according to the Dental Cosmos, 
Chairman Remington, of the Committee of Re- 
vision of the Pharmacope@ia and ex officio 
member of the board of trustees of the phar- 
macopeial convention, wrote to the president 
of the National Dental Association that his 
ersonal opinion was that delegates from that 
body would receive a welcome and the privi 
leges of the floor at the approaching decennial

sentative from two bodies. As such delegate 
was only one member of the convention, with 
only vote, the question may arise as to 
whether or not he represented more than one 
issociation, and if it should be decided that 
he represented only one, that would be equiv 
alent to deciding that the other association 
from whom he bore lentials was really not 
“admitted to representation’’ and so will have 
no claim to admission to the 1910 convention, 
unless such claim is founded on other pro- 
Visions the constitution. 

Under the constitution an 
convention th matter of admission of 
will be considered first by the Com- 
on Credentials (which has already been 
ted as may be seen in the news depart 
ment of this issue), which committee will re- 
port te the convention. The latter body may 
then accent mmittee’s report as made, 
or amend and accept it, or reject it, or lay 
it on the table, or make it a svecial order for 
a later session of the meeting, or dispose of 
it in some other way provided by  parlia- 
mentary usiuge. This raises the question, 
Who constitutes the convention prior to the 
seating of the newly appointed delegates? the 
answer to which is found in the section of 
the constitution just now quoted, the con- 
cluding clause of which reads:—‘‘But no such 
delegates as are provided for in this article 
shall be members until their credentials shall 
have been examined and acted upon pro- 
vided for by the by-laws Delegates admitted 
as members at any decennial meeting shall 
continue to be members of the United St 
Pharmacopceial Convention until their sueces- 
sors shall have been appointed and admitted 
as delegates to the ensuing convention ard no 
longer Plainly under this provision the 
members of the convention of 1900 are the 
ones to admit or keep out the delegates ap- 
pointed to the 1910 convention, and upon re- 
fection it is seen that this could not well be 
otherwise. Doubtless a number of the 1900 
convention members will be on hand to perform 
their functions, under this provision, but in 
case none of them should be, a curious state 
of affairs would ensue. What we here say 
may smack of idle speculation, there is no 
disposition on the part of anybody to act in 
a high-handed and arbitrary manner in con- 
nection with this feature of pharmacopceial 
work, and there is likelihood of an absence 
from any decennial meeting of all members 
of the preceding one, yet it is interesting to 
look into the possibilities of the situation cre- 
ated by the fundamental law of the conven- 
tion. 

We look for a larger and more interesting 
meeting in Washington next May than has ever 
been held by a pharmacopeial convention in 
this country; that so large a convention, made 
up of men whose interests in the work before 
them are of a diverse nature, should be en- 

ely harmonious is hardly to be expected, but 
we believe that physician and pharmacist, 
college professor and government official, pro- 
fessional chemist and dentist, each working 
earnestly, guided by high ideals, recognizing 
the rights and the interests of the others and 
of the public will produce a book which will 
be much better than any of its predecessors 
and superior to similar works issued in other 
countries: we believe that wise counsel will 
prevail in the convention, that a due amount 
of publicity will be given to the work of the 
Committee of Revision, that that committee 
will perform its tasks more expeditiously than 
did its immediate predecessor, and that when 
the ninth revision of the United States Phar- 
macope@ia finds way into the hands of 
the various members of the professions and 
trades whose guide it is to be, it will not be 
regarded by them as the work of some individ- 
ual publishing concern or the result of too 
much hobby-riding by a coterie of idealists. 
but will be accented as the expression of the 
consolidated wisdom of the most represen- 
tative men of those professions and trades. 
This expression or helief is a recording of our 
thoughts, and of this thought our wish is the 
father. 
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The Pharmacopoeia Is Private Prep- 
erty. 
In the address of President Leo 


Eliel, 
livered at the New York meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical Assoeiation two 
years ago, are to be found expressions of sen- 
timents almost if not quite the opposite of 
some contained in the address of President 
Oscar Oldberg before the Los Angeles meeting 
of the association held last August. For in- 
stance, President Eliel said:— 

“The agitation on the part of some of the 
pharmaceutical press, regarding revision of the 
U. S. P., under the supervision of the national 
government, I assume, will netther be pleas 
ing nor appeal to a majority of those who have 
performed these labors in the past. Nor would 
a proposition of this kind be pleasing to the 
many others who are directly interested in the 
future welfare of this important standard. 
Foreign pharmacopceias, so revised, cannot be 
compared in any respect with the U. S. P. 
The conditions under which the U. S. P. is re- 
vised are the best for this country. The gov- 
ernment has now representation in the phar- 
macopeial convention through its various 
medical and drug departments, in its different 
branches of service. This might be enlarged 
upon, by the convention electing one of the 
government delegates as a member of the 
Revision Committee. But it is clearly in the 
interest of all concerned to retain control of 
the Pharmacopewia under present conditions."’ 

The address from which this quotation is 
made was delivered just a short time after 
the Circular had elicited and published many 
expressions of opinion as to the possible tak- 
ing over by the Federal government of the task 
of issuing the Pharmacope@ia, and had di 
cussed this subject editorially. (See the is- 
sues for June, page 397; July. page 487; Au- 
gust, page 556; October, page 629, and Novem- 
ber, pages 720, 721, 741 and 764, all for 1907.) 

President Oldberg’s words, to which we 
would call especial attention in connection 
with the foregoing quotation, were:- 

“It is remarkable that the Congr of the 
United States should have made ¢ al stand- 
ard ¢ the National Formulary prepared, 
owned and published by an ass ion which 
has the power to change its boo ny day, or 
to reduce its scope or add to it, o suspend its 
publication altogether. It was a_ ridiculous 
mistake which will, of course, be corrected 
sooner or later.’’

And yet we do n 
recall having heard any one say that the 
action. of Congress in making a legal standard 
ff the Pharmacopwia was a ridiculous mistake 
or any other kind of a mistake, 

Of course, the natural question to arise just 
here is this Which view of the appropriate- 
ness of making a legal authority of a pri 
vately-owned book is the correct one? This 
question the Circular does not undertake to 
settle. Good arguments may be presented on 
each side The tendency toward government 
ownership of the Pharmacopeia is certainly 
manifest, ar it is just as manifest that there 
s at pre t no department of the govern 
ment which i pi ared to turn out so repre 
entative a book as we now have. That is an 
other story The object of the Cireular in 
bringing up this question just now is to re 
mind those who make the Pharmacopc@ia that 
the attention of the public—or of that portion 
of the public which is especially interested in 
pharmacopeeial matters—is directed to their 
labors in a way which it has never been b 
fore, and to venture the prophesy that nothing 
but work done solely in the interest of the 
public will continue them in the anomalous 
positions which they hold The government 
having adopted _ the Pharmacopewia as _ its 
guide, of course the government is interested 
in having that guide a proper one If the con- 
vention through its Revision Committee makes 
the kind of Pharmacopeia that the govern- 
ment requires, the government will doubtless 
be glad to accept it, but if the convention or 
its Revision Committee is actuated by con 
siderations other than the public welfare, then 
the convention will have no one to thank but 
itself if its book is one of these days supplanted 
by a government work. In brief, and to ¢ 
down to the vernacular, it seems to us to be 
up to the convention to s whether the mak 
ing of the Pharmacopeeia is to reman in, its 
own hands or to become another of the gov- 
ernment’s many new duties. That this is no 
new idea, nor an idea original with us, is 
shown by the fact that in the pharmacopeial 
convention of 1900 no less a personage than 
the president of that body, Dr. Horatio C. 
Wood, said on the floor of the convention hall 
when warning the members against taking 
some proposed action, that there was a pos- 
sibility that the government itself might take 
a hand and issue a really official book, in- 
stead of the book which (at that time) was 
official only by common consent. Since then 
the situation has become decidedly more com- 
plicated, for instead of our privately-owned 
book official by common consent we now have 
two books, privately owned by separate as 
sociations, official by law. 

There is much and delicate, even 
work to be done by the United States 
macopeial Convention soon to assemble 
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crucial,

al year-end dullness is now in 
evidence in the trading in the local 
market, but the movement into con- 
sumption is as good as could be ex- 
pected, and the general tone is firm.

PIG LEAD.—Another advance of ten 
points was recorded on Tuesday, thus 
placing the quotation for spot in car 
lots on the basis of 4.70c, There is com- 
paratively little lead in second hands, 
and this is being held at a premium 
of from 2% to 5 points above the mar- 
ket. The leading interests have the 
situation well in hand and present in- 
lications seem to point to higher prices. 
Advices from St. Louis report a firm 
market, and prices have advanced to 
4.70¢c., but some holders are asking 
4.80c. Sales in London are reported at 
£13 2s. 6d., making the price as com- 
pared with that of the preceding week 
3d, higher, 

WHITE LEAD.—Although the de- 
mand for dry white lead during the 
past week has been seasonably quiet, 
the market is much firmer. This has 
been directly due to the further ad- 
vance of the basic metal.

Soya Beans in Russia. 
CcOstT OF TRANSPORTATION 
STRICTS THEIR USE. 


Reporting relative to the soya bean in 
Russia. Consul Hernando de _ Soto, of 
Riga, writes that the high freight rates 
on shipments from Manchuria to that dis- 
trict will probably prevent its use to any 
large extent. He says:— 


The Manchurian soya bean until the present 
date has neither been imported into nor ex- 
ported from the ports in this consular district. 
Some time ago one of the largest oil mills in 
this city purchased from Manchuria a few car- 
loads of the bean for the purpose of making 
experiments in converting the bean into cake. 
It was found that the bean yielded 20 per cent. 
of crude oj] and only 10 per cent. of pure oil, 
and that, on account of the high cost of trans- 
portation over the Siberian road, by which the 
bean could not be delivered at Riga for less 
than 1.20 rubles (62 cents) per pood (36 
pounds), the business would not be profitable. 

The opinion prevails here among the people 
of the trade that there is little likelihood of 
the bean ever being used to any large extent 
by the mills in this section of Russia, unless 
exceptional freight facilities are offered.

purposes, but assessed at the rate of 40 
cents per gallon as an edible oil under 
paragraph 4 of the Dingley tariff act. 

The first of these cases was that of 
julaban vs. the United States. The 
Board of General Appraisers had affirmed 
the assessment of duty by the Collector 
of Customs at the port of New York, and 
the court upheld the decision. 

In the second case referred to six pro- 
tests were combined for hearing before 
the Board of General Appraisers, the im- 
porters including the Holbrook Manufac- 
turing Company, the Swan & Finch Com- 
pany, the Oil Seeds Company, A, Klip- 
stein & Company, Welch, Holme & Clark 
Company, and Arnold, Hoffman & Com- 
pany. The merchandise was’ «assessed 
for duty as an edible oil, but was claimed 
to be fit only for manufacturing and me- 
chanical purposes, a ruling which was 
sustained by tae Board of General Ap- 
praisers. An appeal having been taken to 
the Circuit Court the decision of the 
board was affirmed by that tribunal. 

In view of the large amount at stake in 
these cases, the Treasury officials assume 
that appeals will be prosecuted, but as 
the issue turns upon a question of fact 
rather than of law, it is possible that the 
importers may acquiesce in the decisions 
or the lower court. 

It is «a fortunate circumstance 
the recent revision of the tariff 
cerning the free admission of olive oil 
for mechanical purposes can no longer 
arise, the new law providing specifically 
that such oils to be entitled to free en- 
try must be “rendered unfit for use as 
food or for any but mechanical or manu- 
facturing purposes by such means as 
shall be satisfactory to the Secretary of 
the Treasury and under regulations to be 
prescribed by him.’’ Under this provision 
several denaturants have already been 
prescribed by the Treasury Department 
upon the recommendation of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

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The Growing Use of the Soya Bean. 


“AKE AND MEAL FOUND TO BE OF 
HIGH FODDER VALUE IN SWEDEN 


—EXTENSIVE TRADE IN 
THE UNITED KING- 
DOM. 
In transmitting the following transla- 


tion of an article on soya meal and cake, 
prepared by Nils Hansson, of the Cen- 
tral ILIastitute for Agricultural Experi- 
ments, Vice-Consul Wilhelm Hartman, of 
Gothenburg, reports that all foodstuffs 
are carefully tested in Sweden, in order 
to find their relative value and the prices 
that can be profitably paid therefor: 

In connection with the now concluded 
experiments with soya meal and soya 
cake, in order to find their value as cat- 
tie feed, a series of analytical tests have 
been made regarding the chemical com- 
position of said fodder stuffs. Similar 
unalyses made by the managers of the 
bureaus of chemistry located in the parts 
of the country where the soya feeds have 
ulready come to be extensively used have 





also been submitted, so that the mean 
figures give the average result from 
analyses of 20 samples. According to

«alled bean gluten feed, has also appeared 
in the market, and differs from ordinary 
Xtracted soya meal so far that it con- 
aims the same percentage of fat as the 
soya cake, 

By reason of their low percentage of 
cellulose, which, according to the tests, 
varies from 2.67 to 5.27 per cent., the 
soya foodstuffs are highly digestible. In 
this respect the soya cake seems to be 
somewhat better than the soya meai, but 
in comparison with other fodder stuffs 
both rank very high. 

When the percentage of water has been 
low enough, neither soya cake nor soya 
meal has undergone any changes during 
four to five months’ storage. On the other 
hand, two samples of meal which con- 
tained 15 per cent. of water, and were 
kept for some time, got moldy, and 
showed signs of decomposition. There- 
fore buyers should be careful and see to 
it that the moisture does not exceed 13 
or 14 per cent. 

In the feeding experiments made, it has 
been shown that soya cake as well as 
soya meal are eagerly consumed by neat 
cattle, and daily rations as large as 3.3 
10 4.4 pounds have not caused any un- 
favorable dietary effects. In this respect 
the soya fodder stuffs seem to have a 
slightly loosening effect, comparable to 
that of good sunflower or peanut cakes. 

Soya cake as well as soya meal has 
higher fodder value than ordinary sun- 
flower cake, and through experiments it 











has been found that 0.90 kilo (1 kilo=—2.2 
pounds) of soya cake, or 0.95 kilo of soya 
meal, is on an average an equivalent 
substitute for 1 kilo of sunflower cake. 
On the two experimental farms the soya 
cake gave nearly identical results, while 
the soya meal, by reason of varying com- 
position, gave figures ranging from 0.91 to 
0.99 kilo. Counting 0.91 kilo of sunflower 
cake as one fodder unit, the experiments 
have shown that for practical purposes 
0.85 kilo of soya meal or cake of usual 
composition can be counted equal to one 
fodder unit, 

With reference to the influence 
soya fodder stuffs on the percentage of 
fat in the milk, the results of the ex- 
periments are conflicting. Some of them 
show decrease, others increase, If we 
compare the results here with the re- 
sults obtained in Germany :We are inclin- 
ed to believe that the soya feedstuffs 
have some tendency toward lowering the 
percentage of fat in the milk produced, 
Still, not in such a degree as to be of any 
practical importance. 

No change in the appearance or taste 
of the milk has been detected, but the 
churning tests made in the summer time 
have shown that the butter had a pro- 
nounced fodder taste when larger quan- 
tities of soya meal or cake were used. 
Therefore, at places where the milk is 
utilized for the production of butter, the 
daily ration of soya meal or cake given 
to each cow should not exceed one-half 
to three-fourths kilo. 

With the limitation required on account 
of the above-mentioned unfavorable et- 
fect on the taste of the butter, soya meal 
and cake may be considered as good feed-

Drug Plant Investigations. 
WORK OF THE BUREAU OF PLANT IN- 
DUSTRY DURING THE PAST FISCAL 
YEAR—TESTING GARDENS IN DIF- 
FERENT STATES — SPECIAL 
PROBLEMS AND PLANS FOR 
THE FUTURE, 

Washington, Dec, 24, 1909. 


The forthcoming annual report of the 
Burean of Plant Industry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture contains an interest- 
ing review of the progress in drug plant 
investigation during the past fiscal] year, 
including the cultivation of camphor, per- 
fumery plants, tanning and dye plants, 
lemon culture, etc. The following ex- 
tracts cover those features of the report 
of special interest to the Reporter’s read- 
ers:— 

The drug-plant work comprises two general 
lines which are independent, the field work, 
involving primarily the cultural and handling 
phases of the study, and the laboratory 
work, dealing with more technical matters, 
such as active principles, physiological prop- 
erties and special methods of preparation 
for market. General interest in the subject 
of our native drug plants has appeared to 
Warrant a series of publications describing 
and illustrating the most used crude drugs 
and plants producing them, which has been 
partially completed. Two numbers, dealing, 
respectively, with roots and barks, have ap- 
peared, and further numbers dealing with 
herbs, leaves, flowers and fruits are in 
course of preparation.

speaking, The introduction of foreign plants, 
made through the office of Foreign Seed and 
Plant Introduction, has been continued. 
Work on the breeding of drug plants has 
been actively begun along several lines, es- 
pecially with the more potent and variable 
sorts. The laboratory equipment at Arling- 
ton for working up these experimental prod- 
ucts on a larger scale has been brought to a 
fair degree of completeness. 

The destructive methods used in 
the valuable native bark known to 
trade as cascara sagrada, derived 
Rhamnus purshiana Dc., have led 
series of experiments looking toward 
growing of the tree under cultivation 
bark is taken in very large quantities from 
wild trees growing in the moist climate of 
the upper Pacific coast region. Two peel- 
ings have been made from the experimental 
trees at Arlington, with a favorable out- 
come. The results of this work have been 
brought together for publication. In the 
work at Arlington it has also been shown 
that cannabis indica, the Indian hemp, a 
valuable drug imported from India and 
Africa, can be grown successfully in this 
country and that it yields a product equal 
in physiological activity to the imported ar- 
ticle.

TESTING GARDEN. 
In South Carolina the work on growing 
red pepper for the spice market has been 
continued on an increased scale. Attention 
has been paid chiefly to the rather pungent 
Hungarian type of paprika pepper. About 
20,000 pounds of dried paprika pods were 
grown, cured and sold to spice grinders, 
chiefly in New York, although smaller ship- 


ments were sent to Chicago and Cincinnati 
dealers The American-grown pod ground 
with the seed, but without the stems, was 
accepted by the Board of Food and Drug 


Inspection as satisfactory. In view of the 
unsatisfactory condition of the paprika sup- 


ply offered from abroad, this ruling was 
very gratifying. A larger crop of the Hun- 


garian type has been planted this season by 
farmers co-operating with the department, 
and a small area of the sweet Spanish type 


of paprika pepper has been put out in the 

hope of gaining a foothold for an American 

product of this sort. 

DRUG-PLANT WORK IN FLORIDA AND 
TEXAS. 

In Florida the drug-plant work has been 
largely dominated by the more extensive 
camphor project, to be described later. A 
number of perfumery plants have been 
grown, with promising results. This applies 
especially to the Indian oil-bearing grasses 
Andropogon citratus (lemon grass) and A. 
muricatus (vetiver). A number of native 
plants rich in volatile oils have been kept 
under test, with very interesting results. In 
general, cultivation has a very marked in- 
fluence in increasing the size of the plant 
and the yield of oil. At Pierce, Tex., the 
work has not shown the same measure of 
success seen at the other gardens. A num- 


ber of kinds of plants thrive excellently and, 
so far as natural conditions are concerned, 
seem promising, but the labor conditions 
are very unfavorable for handling the crop. 
owing to competition from rice farmers and 
others For this reason the work at this 
point has not been extended. 
NEW GARDEN AT MADISON, 
Co-operative arrangements 
made with the School of Pharmacy of the 
University of Wisconsin for the establish- 
ment of a testing garden at Madison, various 
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“Red Seal” 
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kinds of plants have been placed at this 
point for test. This additional station, it Is 
hoped, will yield information concerning the 
behavior of drug plants under more rigorous 
climatic conditions than are met with at 
any of the other gardens. 

CAMPHOR INVESTIGATIONS. 
seedlings from Florida 
from foreign sources have made good prog- 
ress, Although it is commonly believed that 
camphor seedlings require shade, seed sown in 
the open has yielded a fair crop of plants, 
These plants are undersized when compared 
with those grown in the shade, but the ex- 
pense involved in providing shade makes it 
appear possible that seedlings grown in the 
open may prove more profitable. 

Further observations for a series of years 
may. be required to settle the question of per 
manent advantage. The experimental factory 
is being gradually equipped for operation. 

Camphor trees planted at Pierce, Tex., on 
the dense clay rice land of that section 
continue to thrive. From the standpoint of 
plant growth this part of Texas might seem 
to offer a favorable opportunity for developing 
commercial culture of camphor, but the high 
value of the land and the rather difficult 
labor problem seem serious drawbacks when 
compared with the situation in Florida. 


Special Problems. 

In connection with the drug-plant 
various related problems areé being worked 
out in the handling, production and _ utiliza 
tion of certain special crops or plants of 
economic importance.

Among the native 
cultivated flora there are many oil-bearing 
plants that have never been adequately inves 
tigated with respect to their possible utili 
zation. The black sage (Artemisia frigida) 
abundant on the great plains east of the 
Rocky Mountains, has been shown to yield an 
oil of much promise from the perfumer's 
standpoint The white sage (Ramona stach 
voides), abundant on dry lands in Southern 
California, yields an oil also likely to prove 
of economic importance Other species of 
wild plants have also been found to contain 
valuable oils, which will be the ubject of 
later detailed reports 

HOP INVESTIGATIONS

careful investigation should e made of the 
possibility of influencing the amount of active 
principle through the use of plant-breeding 
methods In order that authentic information 
may be obtained concerning foreign-grown 
drugs and in the hope of securing their cul 
tivation in this country where practicable, the 
introduction through the office of foreign seed 
and plant introduction of all kinds likely to 
succeed in any part of the United States should 
be made.

PERFUMERY PLANTS. 

The work on perfumery-plant problems has 
opened up a very important line of work among 
our native oil-bearing plants.

We are not surprised this week to 
again have to chronicle an advance in 
linseed oil, which, since our previous 
report, has been marked up another 
2c. a gallon. The new figures make 
the official quotations now 70c. and 7lc., 
respectively, for State or Western and 
city brands in lots of five or more bar- 
rels, and the market for jobbing quan- 
tities may be quoted firm at the sched- 
ule. It might have been possible dur- 
ing the week to have picked up an odd 
ear of Western oil at 69c. But there 
was very little offering at any price. 
The railway strike has ‘interfered seri- 
ously with the movement out of West- 
ern centers, and as manufdcturing 
consumers are not carrying any sur- 
plus stock the pinch for oil would at 
any other season of the year be severe- 
ly felt. As it is it is impossible to rea- 
sonably conceive a stronger position 
While the quotations officially posted 
at Chicago, Minneapolis and Duluth 
up to Wednesday do not show above 
$1.99, yet we learn that seed has ac- 
tually passed the $2 mark. This 
strength is said to be both natural 
and artificial. The small returns nat- 
urally make it possible for speculators 
to secure more or less control, and 
prices as a consequence do not suffer. 
It would be a bold man who would 
prophecy what the future will be. At 
this distance it would seem that the 
spring demand might force values 
even higher than they are at present, 
but in the interim a resumation of 
transportation facilities and other cir- 
cumstances might bring down current 
values a few points. Consumers are 
pursuing a conservative course. They 
are buying only for immediate 
requirements and these are naturally 
light at this time of year. Crushers, 
however, are not seeking to force is- 
sues, and are too afraid of the future 
of seed to take many chances. The 
market therefore may be quoted quiet 
but firm and high with a tendency to 
advance.

The cake market has been rather in- 
active during the past week. The spot 
demand has been limited, but current 
quotations show an advance over those 
of the preceding week. Holders are 
asking $35@35.25 per ton for spot. Fu- 
tures are quoted at $1@1.50 per ton 
less.

Cottonseed Oil. 

Rather vigorous buying early in the 
interval caused spectacular advances 
in all positions of the market and also 
established new high-price records .for 
the year. The undertone of the situa- 
tion has remained exceedingly firm, but 
the enormous profits which were cre- 
ated so rapidly influenced considerable 
realization and the market yielded ac- 
cordingly. The movement of values 
was not unlooked for and many lead- 
ing operators were inclined to view the 
reaction as favorable and fully in line 
with a healthy bull market. The scar- 
city of spot supplies is still pronounced 
and the demand for all edible purposes 
has shown no relaxation. Business in 
compound lard has been on tthe ‘in- 
crease both for home and export use 
and producers have had to replenish 
their supplies of oil in order to ‘meet 
specifications. The sustained high 
prices of pure butter have further stim- 
ulated the demand for margarine, and 
business in this product has been un- 
usually active. It is stated that sales 
for edible purposes have been suffi- 
ciently heavy so far this season to 
largely offset the loss sustained by the 
elimination of the soap kettle. Inqui- 
ries from abroad have shown a slow 
but persistent increase. The Nether- 
lands are taking most of the foreign 
shipments at present. One consign- 
ment from New Orleans last week in- 
volved 5,000 barrels for distribution at 
Rotterdam. The foreign movement 
from this port for the week was 3,154 
barrels, from other ports 13,910 barrels; 
making a total of 17,064 barrels. Late 
mail advices from Marseilles regard- 
ing sesame seed areas follows:— 

“Owing to recent floods in the seed pro- 
ducing sections of China, the sesame yleld is 
smaller than that of 1908 and prices of the 
seed have been advanced during the past 
month. So far this season Marseilles is re- 
ported to have purchased 15,000 tons of se- 
same seed. In India conditions are consider- 
ably more favorable and the seed crop out- 
look is very satisfactory. Marseilles has en- 
gaged 30,000 tons of seed from this section."’ 

Regardless of recent reports of a sat- 
isfactory olive oil crop, exporters have 
received several inquiries for cotton oil 
shipments to the Mediterranean. The 
continued high prevailing prices of oil, 
however, have materially effected the 
export movement since September 1, 
and aggregate shipments are mate- 
rially below those of last year for the 
same period. The crude oil market has 
retained its firm position and prices 
have touched the highest points in re- 
cent years. Scattered sales of tanks 
were reported early in the week at 49c., 
but later 50c. was bid for round quan- 
tities, and it is stated that fully 200 
tanks changed hands. The latter price 
has met the predictions of the most

Chimney Glass in Turkey. 


PRICES AND IMPORTATIONS AT CITY OF 
SMYRNA. 


Consul-General Ernest L, Harris writes 
that chimney glass for petroleum lamps 
is an important article of import at 
Smyrna, for, with the exception of a few 
cities which are provided with gas works, 
the whole of Asia Minor burns petroleum 
as the best and only material for light- 
ing their homes and streets. 

The chimney glass importations amount 
to over $500,000 annually. The principal 
forms imported are those known as “‘Dit- 

mas,” ‘‘Kos’ and ‘Balloon’ in various 
sizes. Two qualities only are brought 
into this market, namely, one inferior 
quality of glass and one superior quality 
known as “crystal’’ or ‘‘polished’’ chim- 
ney glass. Small quantities of special 
chimney glass branded as “Blitz’’ and 
“Astral’’ are also imported. 

Prices per 1,000 pieces c. i. f. Smyrna, at 
which orders for the inferior quality can 
be taken at present from this market, 
are as follows:— e

For the better grade $2.21 extra per 
thousand must be added to the above 
prices. Packing, for which no charge is 
made, usually differs according to the 
quality and the shape of the chimney, 
but in all cases the dozen pieces 
packed in and bound with straw. 
wooden case usually contains, of 
“Ditmar” form, sizes Nos. 2 and 5, from 
250 to 300 dozen; of Nos. 8 and 11, from 
100 to 150 dozen, and of No. 14, 100 dozen 
only. The so-called ‘‘crystal’’ chimney 
glass is packed in the same way, with the 
difference that it is first wrapped with 
thin cigarette paper, which costs the 
buyer $0.61 extra. The name of the im- 
porting firm impressed on the glass, be- 
sides the manufacturer's’ trade-mark, 
costs $1.20 per 1.000 pieces. 

Chimney glasses are chiefly imported 
from Germany and Austria. There is in 
Turkey only one giass factory, which is 
located in Constantinople. It produces 
chimneys which are competing in a large 
seale with foreign-made of inferior qual- 
ity, on account of the price being as much 
as 10 per cent. less, but the quality is 
very much inferior to the glass imported 
from Europe. It must be remembered 
that should the prices be low the quality 
is of no consequence to the poor Turkish 
consumer. 

I have heard of no attempt made by 
American manufacturers to export glass 
chimneys to this part of the world, Should 
the terms for the shapes as given be tech- 
nical names known by manufacturers at 
home, it ‘would only be necessary for them 
to send a price list; otherwise samples 


will be required,

A number of conser- 
vative consumers, however, who anti- 
cipate higher prices with the advance 
of 1910 are buying in a small way for 
future needs.

While the returns for the week from 
the Eastern petroleum fields are more 
suggestive of the effect of the holiday 
season, a fair amount of completed 
work was indicated, although the new 
production suffered a material de- 
crease, as compared with that of the 
previous week. The most marked fall- 
ing off in new production appeared in 
the West Virginia results, the figures 
of the former week having presented 
an exceptionally favorable showing, 
owing to the Shinnston pool develop- 
ments in Harrison county. The recent 
completions in that formation which 
were instrumental in bringing the ca- 
pacity of the pool to its highest level 
have shown a weakening tendency, 
and as the new completions were of 
comparatively light calibre, the output 
of the pool has been on the downward 
scale, a late report giving it as 9,000 
barrels a day, or about 1,000 barrels be- 
low the high mark of the former week. 
The Shinnston formation is by far the 
most interesting development in the 
high grade fields, and new stimulus to 
experimental work to determine the 
possibilities of the adjoining territory 
is likely to be afforded by the comple- 
tion of a four inch pipe line from the 
pool. The provision of additional 
transportation facilities may also en- 
courage the owners of the large pro- 


ducers to extend their drilling to a 
deeper formation. Other West Vir- 


ginia developments of more than usual 
interest during the week were the com- 
pletion of a well in the Keener sand 
formation of Tyler county, which was 
credited with a natural output of 125 
barrels a day, and the bringing in of 
a 150 barrel producer in the Keener 
sand of Ritchie county. The deep sand 
completion of Monongalia county 
which, during the previous week 
showed an initial capacity of 20 bar- 
rels an hour, has declined to about 
125 barrels a day. Operations in the 
Southeastern Ohio section were of a 
routine character, and the completions 
were generally of a small average ca- 
pacity. The best results of the week 
were experienced in Monroe county, 
Washington county falling to second 
place in completed work. Operations 
in the Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana sustained more of a 
check by' reason of the holiday season 
as well as by unfavorable weather con- 


ditions. Results at the Oakland City 
field in Indiana constituted the only 
development of interest, the three 


completions coming in as producers to 
the extent of 270 barrels a day. Of the 
seventeen wells drilled in the entire 
Lima section all were successful in 


finding the pay sands. While comple- 
tions in Illinois during the week were 


materially below those formerly re- 
corded, the new production scored a 
substantial gain as a result of Law-

One of 
the best wells drilled within the estab- 
lished fields of Illinois 'was completed 
during the week in Dennison township, 
Lawrence county. It got its pay from 
the lowest known producing sand of the 


State, and placed to its credit more 
than 1,200 barrels a day. Kentucky 
advices indicate favorable prospects 


for the development of new fields as a 
result of late experimental drilling. 
The most encouraging strike was in 
the Burning Springs district of Clay 
county, which was rated as a 50-barrel 
producer. This is said to be the first 
successful venture in Clay county, 
Lawrence county, which is also out of 
the established districts, contributed 
another good producer, and interest in 
that field is augmented by the fact 
that it is contiguous to West Vir- 
ginia, and the producing formation is 
believed to be the same in the adjoin- 
ing sections of both States. In the es- 
tablished fields of Kentucky the week’s 
developments were light and centred 


in Wayne county. Advices from our 
mid-continent correspondent note an 
absence of interesting developments 
there. No wells of consequence have 
been drilled in the Hamilton Switch, 
Haskell or Viger Flats districts. An 
important test was due at Hamilton 


Switch, the outcome of which was ex- 
pected to have a considerable bearing 
on the future of the new pool.

Our record of clearances 
for the week shows a total of 8,493,700 
gallons, against 11,455,380 gallons, as 
previously noted. Of the quantity for- 
warded during the week under re- 
view 1,450,000 gallons were shipped in 
bulk. Interest in forward engagements 
has remained backward, and the only 
charter closed during the week was 
one of 80,000 cases for Sura, Townsville 
and Newcastle, April-May loading, 
New York. Quotations show no 
change from the schedule lately in ef- 
fect. 

Nothing of new interest 
tured the market for the products. 
Trading has been of a light hand-to- 
mouth character, as the outlook is gen- 
erally regarded promising for lower 
prices, reflecting the easier position 
of crude, Clearances of naphtha for 
the week totaled 60,110 gallons, against 
1,293,310 gallons for the former week. 

Two tank steamers and three char- 
tered vessels cleared from New York 
during the last week with refined and 
crude petroleum in bulk. They were: 
The German steamer Brilliant for Al- 
giers with 1,450,000 gallons refined; the 
American steamer Texas for Vera 
Cruz with 301,615 gallons, and to Tam- 
pico with 794,860 gallons crude; the 
British bark Arrow for Whampoa with 
119,400 cases refined; the schooner 
Edith H. Symington for Havana with 
33,522 cases crude, and the British 
steamer Strathalberger for Shinkianz 
and Shanghai with 1,000 barrels, 162,492 
eases refined and 2,000 cases naphtha. 

Advices on the Russian market note 
a slightly firmer tendency to crude 
and residuals, although refined is 
quoted at a decline. The outlook was 
for lower prices throughout, owing to 
the small demand. ‘Trade is reported 
more active in American and Russian 
refined in London and Liverpool, sus- 
taining prices on a firm but unaltered 
basis. On the Indian markets there 
is a firmer tendency to values. All 
varieties are quoted at a slight ad- 
vance at Bombay and Calcutta, with 
the exception of the American prod- 
ucts. No variation is noted in prices 
at Shanghai and Yokohama,

Mineral Oils. 

The market presents the same ap- 
pearance of dullness, the effect of the 
holiday season being augmented by 
the lack of confidence in the mainte- 
nance of values by reason of the weak 
position of crude. Buyers are inclined 
to regard the early outlook as of more 
favorable significance to their inter- 
ests, as values for the lubricants have 
yielded but ic. over the period of 
eight months, within which crude has 
sustained a depreciation of 35c.

More Favorable Development 
Mexican Petroleum Resources. 
Tampico, Mexico, Dec. 20, 1909. 
The development of the oil resources of the 
territory adjacent to Tampico has made 
more progress during the last two or three 
months than during the whole previous pe 
riod since the discovery of the product in 
this section was first made, so far as placing 
the industry on a solid basis is concerned. 
A number of producing wells have been 
brought in by the various companies and 
individuals that are operating in the Tampico 
district, The Mexican Petroleum Company 
is meeting with much success in its oil ex- 
ploitation in the Huasteca locality. a 
putting down five wells at Casiano, situated 
ninety miles south of Tampico. The com- 
pany has three producing wells in that dis- 
trict, with an average daily output of 1,500 
barrels. The oii from these wells is being 
stored at present in a 55,000-barrel tank. 
The company is making good progress in the 
construction of a pipe line from its Southern 
field to Tampico. This pipe line will be 
110 miles long. Pending a completion of 
this line the oil will be transported from the 
field to Tampico in steel barges, three of 
which were bought in Europe by the com- 
pany and have arrived at Tampico for serv- 
ice. The Tampico terminus of the pipe line 
will be on the bank of the Panuco River, 
opposite this city, where the company has 
erected two steel tanks, each of 55,000-bar- 
rel capacity. The contract has been let for 
the erection of seven other tanks, each to 
be of 55,000 barrel capacity. 
This company is also building an oil pipe 
line from its Tampico fields to the City of 
Mexico, where the same interests are estab- 
lishing a large gas plant for supplying that 
city with gas.

Korean Ginseng. 
HIGH PRICES REALIZED FOR THE 
ROOT IN CHINA. 


Consul-General Thomas Sammons, of 
Seoul, furnishes the following informa- 
tion concerning the ginseng industry in 
Korea:— 

Under penalty of a fine of $5 to $500 and 
confiscation of equipment, all making, 
selling, or exporting of red ginseng in or 
from Korea is now forbidden to all par- 
ties except the Korean government or a 
firm specially authorized by it. The 
growth of ginseng is governed by strict 
regulations and is carried on by farmers 
specially licensed, who can not discon- 
tinue the business without special per- 
mission, and who must cafry it on in dis- 
tricts specified by the government. The 
government inspects the product and from 
it chooses the finest roots for the making 
of red ginseng, paying a fixed and uni- 
form rate therefor. A tax of 5 cents for 
every 36 square feet is imposed by the 
fineens 
ly des- 


RED 


government upon the farmers of 
whose areas have not been specia 
ignated by the government. 

The famous red ginseng, which is such 
a favorite in China, is made by steam 
baking the yellowish or white ginseng. 
This red ginseng is cured only at Songdo, 
its making and exporting being a gov- 
ernment monopoly. In 1907 the exports 
of ginseng and its government valuations 
were as follows:—Red, whole and bearded, 
28,284 pounds, valued at $600,033, or $21.21 
per pound; white, - whole and bearded, 
3.975 pounds, valued at 1,448, or 36 cents 
per pound. 

In 1908 there were practically no ex- 
ports of ginseng, owing to administrative 
conditions, but more particularly to the 
reduction in the purchasing power of the 
Chinese, (1) by reason of the dull market 
in the United States for Chinese silk, (2) 
the high price of imported goods because 
of the decreased value of silver and cop- 
per, and (3) the bad crops for two years, 


GINSENG NOTES. 


Seven years should be allowed for gin- 
seng plants to mature, but they are 
usually dug for market in five or six 
years from the time the seeds are first 
treated. 

One species of ginsen is used as a 
medicine in India, but the drug is em- 
ployed in neither furopean nor American 
practice. 

The American missionaries residing 
near the Songdo ginseng farms find it im- 
practicable to take part in supplying seeds 
and plants, and it is, of course, impossible 
tor American consular officials to attempt 
to furnish them. Supplies of this kind 
may, it is believed, be secured through 
dealers in the United States. 

The high price paid in China for certain 
kinds of Korean ginseng, it should be un- 
derstood by those contemplating taking 
a commercial interest in this industry, 
does not warrant an investment on the 
mere assumption that the ordinary Amer- 
ican product will command such figures. 
Ginseng roots of grotesque shape are 
much more highly prized and are much 
more valuable, as a rule, in the Chinese 
market than the ordinary, symmetrically 
formed product. 

Many people in high station in the 
Orient believe implicitly in the great value 
of the medicinal properties of ginseng. 
Highly educated English speaking Japa- 
nese in Korea frequently confirm this 
opinion.

iD pe total reported cost of tanbark and 
tanning extract consumed in 1908 by the 
active tanneries in the United States was 
$21,361,719. Practically the same amount 
was expended for tanning material of 
this character in 1907 and also in 1906. | 

The changes indicated in the statistics 
for 1908, as compared with those for ear- 
lier years should be accepted as resulting 
partly from a change in business condi- 
tions and partly from the completeness 
of the returns from tanneries in 1908. 
Business conditions in 1908 were almost 
universally unfavorable, but the canvass 
of the tanning industry was much closer 
in that year than ever before and resulted 
in returns from 622 active plants in 1908, 
as compared with 583 plants reporting in 


1907. i

The quantity of bark reported as_ consumed in 
1908 was less by 87,001 cords, or 7.2 per cent., 
than that reported for 1907, while the quantity 
of extract was greater by 27,201,552 pounds, or 
7.5 per cent. 

The total cost of bark used in 1908 was only 
$245,155 greater than the total cost of extract 
consumed, while in 1907 the corresponding ex- 
cess was $1,906,201, and in 1906, $4,060,749. 
These figures strongly indicate the tendency 
toward a diminished use of barks largely on 
account of their increasing cost. The number 
of plants that used extract exclusively in 1908 
was greater by 42 than the number in 1907, 
and the number that used bark exclusively was 
greater by 4, while the number using both bark 
and extract decreased from 340 in 1907 to 333 
in 1998, 2 

Hemlock and oak bark together formed 99.2 
per cent. of the total quantity of bark con- 
sumed in 1908, and their cost amounted to 07.5 
per cent. of the total of bark reported for that 
year. Hemlock bark alone formed 71.9 per 
cent. of the total quantity and 66.7 per cent. 
€ the total cost of all tanbark consumed, The 
quantity of hemlock bark reported in 1908 was 
only 5,609 cords less than the quantity reported 
in 1907, while the cost was nearly $190,000 
greater. Oak bark showed a loss in quantity 
of 66,235 cords, or 17.7 per cent., and a de- 
crease in cost of $607,130, or 15.4 per cent. 

Of the extract used in 1908, chestnut and que- 
bracho were the most important, together form- 
ing 74 per cent. of the total quantity re- 
ported for that year. The quantity of chestnut 
extract used in 1908 was nearly 12,000,000 
pounds more than that used in 1907, the in- 
crease amounting to 8.9 per cent., while in 
the same period the quantity of quebracho 
showed a decrease of about 2,150,000 pounds, or 
1.5 per cent. There was a decrease of about 
9,000,000 pounds, or 29.6 per cent., in_ the 
quantity of oak extract reported and a slight 
increase in that of hemlock. The increase in 
the case of ‘‘all other’’ kinds was most ap- 
parent, amounting in quantity to 26,125,000 
ounds, or 196.4 per cent., and in value to 

89,969, or 166.9 per cent., and was due 
largely to the greatly increased use of myro- 
balan and mangrove extracts. 


TANNING EXTRACT. 


The use of tanning extract was reported in 
1908 from 33 States, of which 10 States re- 
ported a consumption of more than 10,000,000 

junds, 

Pennsylvania was the leading State in the 
consumption of extract and reported 38.2 per 
cent. of the total quantity. Massachusetts was 
second in rank, although its consumption 
formed only 8.1 per cent, of the total. 

Of the six kinds of extract separately shown, 
three were made from native trees and three 
from foreign wood, Although the quantity of 
chestnut extract used in 1908 was larger than 
that of quebracho, the cost of the latter ex- 
tract was greater than that of the native ex- 
tract and formed 46.7 per cent. of the total 
cost of all extract in 1908, as compared with 
51.8 per cent. in 1907. 

Sixteen States used 1,000,000 
pounds each of quebracho extract. In 1908 
Pennsylvania led in quantity consumed, and 
Wisconsin, Michigan, New York and Massa- 
chusetts following in the order named, these 
five States together reporting a consumption 
of 104,719,554 pounds, more than one-half of 
which was reported from Pennsylvania alone. 
The highest average cost per pound was re- 
ported from California and the lowest from 
Minnesota and Virginia. 

In the consumption of chestnut extract Penn- 
sylvania led with 32.5 per cent. of the total, 
followed by Virginia with 11.3 per cent., North 
Carolina with 7.9 per cent., New York with 7.6 
per cent., and Massachusetts with 7.5 per cent. 
The highest average cost per pound was re- 
ported for Texas and the lowest for Illinois. 
In States which are remote from the centers 
of production of extract, as Texas and Cali- 
fornia, the cost per pound was naturally high 
and consumption correspondingly small. es 

Pennsylvania reported a consumption of 77.2 


more than 


per cent. of the hemlock extract and Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan and Indiana, ranking in the 
order named, together used 16.5 per cent. The 
average cost per pound ranged from $0.021 
in Michigan to $0.043 in Texas. While oak ex- 
tract formed only 5.5 per cent. of the total 
quantity ot extracts consumed, seven States 
used more than 1,000,000 pounds each, and 
together consumed 18,765,502 pounds, Kentucky 
alone using 5,146,496 pounds. 

Myrobalan extract was tabulated separately 
in 1908 tor the first time. Nearly two-fifths of 
this kind of extract was reported from Penn- 
sylvania, through West Virginia, Michigan, 
Wisconsin and New York, ranking in the order 
named, ach reported over 1,000,000 pounds, 
The average cost per pound of this extract was 
greater than that of any of the domestic ex- 
tract and was only $0.004 less per pound than 
the average cost of quebracho extract. Man- 
grove extract also tabulated separately for the 
first time in 1908, was reported from only 8 
States, of which Pennsylvania led with 72.2 
per cent., followed by New York with 18.6 
per cent. While both of these extracts, myro- 
balan and mangrove, have only recently be- 
come of importance in the tanning industry, 
their use has increased very rapidly. 

Among the “‘all other’’ extracts are included 
gambier, quernos, palmetto, sumac, cutch and 
other kinds. These extracts, however, were not 
differentiated in the schedule, and in the case 
of none of them was a sufficient quantity re- 
ported to warrant a_ separate tabulation. 
Massachusetts reported 32.1 per cent. of this 
classification of extract. The range in average 
cost per pound reported was considerable, be- 
ing from $0.035 in Pennsylvania to $0.072 in 
Maine.

Aithough the total value of the imports of 
tanning materia! was less by $71,994, or 12.2 
per cent., in 1908 than in 1907, the imports of 
hemlock bark, ‘‘all other’’ bark and wood and 
myrobalan have in the same period increased 
in value. As myrobalan is employed also for 
making dyes, it is probable that a portion of 
the importation of them was thus used.

Antimony and Its Products Dur- 
ing 1908, 


Washington, Dec. 24, 1909. 


Notwithstanding the large consumption 
in the United States of antimony in its 
various forms, amounting to upwards of 
two million dollars’ worth, only one lot 
of ore, the value of which was wholly 
or principally confined to the antimony 
content, was reported to the United States 
Geological Survey as having been mined 
and marketed in this country during 
1908, according to the Survey’s annual 
report just completed. This lot was 
mined from the Bloody Canyon mines 
near Mill City, Humboldt county, Nev. 
Some antimony ore was mined at Burke, 
Idaho, by the Stanley Consolidated Min- 
ing and Milling Company, but it was 
unsold. One metallurgical company in 
making antimonial lead used a little an- 
timony ore of domestic production dur- 
ing the year, but the ore had been 
mined and sold in a previous year, Many 
gold and silver ores are also antimony 
bearing. When these ores are smelted 
the antimony combines with the lead of 
the charge to form antimonial lead, and 
by this indirect means a considerable out- 
put of antimony is produced, though it 
g£0es on the market as antimonial lead, 
for which there is a large demand and 
from which the metallic antimony is 
never separated. 

In view of the pledge given by the 
Survey not to publish figures disclosing 
individual operations, it is not practicable 
to state the amount of the domestic 
production of antimony in 1908 as it con- 
stituted the output of a single concern. 
The largest production recorded was in 
1906, when the output wags 3,240 short 
tons, valued at 705,787, including the con- 
tent of antimonial lead and the metal 
produced from foreign and domestic ore. 

At present China produces the greatest 
quantity of antimony ores. France, 
Italy, Austria, Bohemia, Turkey, Mexico 
and New South Wales are all considerable 
producers and many other countries con- 
tribute small quantities to the world’s 
supply. 

IMPORTS. 

The imports of antimony during 1908 
were very large, though exceeded by 
both 1906 and 1907. Had it not been for 
the depressed state of trade, the figures 
for those years would probably have 
been exceeded in number of pounds, 
though prices were so much lower that 
the total value of the importations of 
1917 will probably be the highest point 
reached for several years, 

The imports of 1908 included 8,089,915 
pounds of antimony metal and regulus, 
valued at $771,206; 3,287,218 pounds of crude 
antimony and ore, valued at 106,930, and 
623,125 pounds of salts of antimony, 
valued at $65,898, making a total value 
of $944,034. The total value of the im- 
ports of 1907 was $1,686,802. 


USES. 


In addition to the employment of the 
use of the metal in antimonial lead, the 
use of antimony salts and oxides is com- 
paratively large, as shown by the impor- 
tations. Antimony trioxide is used as a 
pigment in place of white lead, zine 
oxide, etc., and seems to be gaining 
ground, especially in Europe. The tri- 
oxide is also used for making the glass 
used to coat iron in enameled ware, as 


a reducing agent in chemical work, and 
as a detector of alkaloids and phenols. 
Antimony arsenate, arsenite, trichloride, 
iodide, trioxide, trisulphide, pentasul- 
phide, tartrate, and antimony and 
potassium tartrate are used in medicine. 
the trichloride, also called antimony 
butter, is used in bronzing iron, especially 
gun barrels, as a mordant for patent 

jeather, in coloring zine black, as a 
mordant for silver, and in the manufac- 
ture of lakes, particularly from dye- 
woods, 

The double salts, antimony fluoride and 
ammonium sulphide, antimony anc 
potassium oxalate, and antimony and 
potassium tartrate (tartar emetic) are 
used in dyeing. 

The trisulphide is used in pyrotechnics 
for making ‘‘Bengal fire’’; the pentasul- 
phide, or golden sulphide, in coloring rub- 
ber goods; the antimonate in coloring 
glass yellow; vitreous antimony sulphide 
made by roasting antimony sulphide i 
also used to tint glass yellow, and for 
a like purpose with porcelain. The 
chromate, under the name of ‘Naples 
yellow,” is used as a fine artist’s color 
Naples yellow and some of the oxides are 
used as ceramic colors.

PRICES. 

In 1906 the price of antimony of the 
best grade reached 28 cents a pound, and 
prices were high during the whole yea 
Prospectors and miners who owned o 
knew of obtainable antimony-bearing de- 
posits became interested in producing the 
ore, and operations were begun in Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Utah, Nevada, California 
and Oregon. By the time some of th 
mines were in shape to ship the pric 
of antimony had fallen. Although th: 
year 1407 opened with Cookson’s (th 
standard brand of antimony) at 26 cents 
by August the price was down to ll 
cents, and in December it was 9.5 cents 
In 1908 the highest price was the same 
as the lowest of 1907, 9.5 cents, and the 
market fell still lower the latter part 
of September to 8 cents per pound for 
Cookson’s, the year closing at 8.2 cents. 
Ordinary brands sold about one-half cent 
per pound cheaper, with Hallett’s about 
midway between in price. 

When compared with the prices of 1906 
and 1907 the prices for antimony in 190» 
seem low, but they were probably nor- 
mal. In a few years, when the mines 
opened during the years of high prices 
have been abandoned or neglected 
through the discouragement of owners 
the forces that brought about the ex- 
cessive prices of 1907 will likely again 
be able to raise them to the hurt of th 
consumer, for there can be little doub‘ 
that those prices were the result of 
market manipulation.

ANNUAL REPORT OF U. S. GEOLOGICAL 
SURVEY—DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN 
OUTPUT, PRICES, ETC. 

Washington, Dec, 24, 1909. 

The annual report of the United States 
Geological Survey on the production of 
arsenic during the past year is of special 
interest in view of the wide discussion 
of the industry in this country and 
abroad which was developed by the tariff 
debate during the pendency of the Payne- 
Aldrich bill. The statistics regarding 
prices embodied in the report are cour- 
teously credited by the author, Frank L. 
Hess, to the Oil, Paint & Drug Reporter. 
The report is as follows:— 

‘“‘During 1908 arsenic was produced in a com- 
mercial Way at only two places in the United 
States—by the American Smelters Securities 
Company at its Everett (Washington) plant 
and by the Washoe Copper Company at the 
Washoe Smelter, Anaconda, Mont. 

“The Everett plant produced most of its 
arsenic from arsenical ores mined in Califor- 
nia and Washington, with a smaller quantity 
from flue dusts shipped from smelters at Hel- 
ena, Mont., and Murray, Utah. Many of the 
California gold ores are arsenical, and at 
Monte Cristo, Wash., considerable quantities 
of auriferous arsenic sulphides realgar and or- 
piment, are mined, The flue dust collected 
at Helena is from various Montana ores, and 
that obtained at Murray is mainly from Tin- 
tic copper ores. The arsenic production at the 
Washoe smelter was but a small fraction of 
the amount passing through the flues. Were 
even half of the arsenic fumes made at this 
smelter saved, the plant could more than sup- 
ply the whole demand of its country for ar- 
senic and its compounds. The production was 
in the form of white arsenic or arsenic tri- 
oxide. 

‘‘Neither the arsenic plant at Mineral, Lewis 
county, Wash., nor that at Brinton, Floyd 
county, Va., operated during the year, and 
nothing was done on the New York deposits.’ 

PRODUCTION AND IMPORTS. 


Owing to the fact that only two companies 
produced arsenic in the United States in 1908, 
the Survey, mindful of its pledge not to dis- 
cuss individual operations, is unable to pre- 
sent an exact statement showing output. It 
is understood, however, that the production 
during the year was in excess of that of 1907, 
which amounted to 1,751 short tons, valued 
at $165,000. During 1908 the imports of white 
arsenic, metalic arsenic and arsenic sulphides 
amounted to 4,964 short tons, valued at $430,- 
400, as compared with 5,164 short tons, valued 
at $574,998. The imports of Paris green and 
London purple in 1908 aggregated 195,000 
pounds, valued at $30,764, as compared with 
133,422 pounds, valued at $21,919, in 1907. 

jesides these importations, sheep dip, a large 
part of which is arsenical, was imported to 
the value of $19,696 in 1907 and of $1,389 in 
1908. One of these dips consists of sodium ar- 
senide, arsenic sulphide, and sulphur. Under 
customs regulations no record is kept of im- 
portations of arsenic compounds known by the 
trade names of Scheele’s green, lead arsenate, 
lead arsenite (pink arsenoid), barium arsenoid 
(white arsenoid), green arsenoid, aniline ar- 
senate, or other arsenic salts than those given 
above The arsenic trioxide imported in 1908 
amounted to 168 tons, valued at $13,263. 

PRODUCTION IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

The principal producing countries are Ger- 
many, Spain, Portugal, France, England, Tur- 
key, and Canada. The figures obtainable are 
largely in terms of ore carrying an unknown 
percentage of arsenic, and are thus too inde- 
finite to be serviceable. The output of white 
arsenic from Germany, Spain, and England 
probably exceed considerably in each case that 


from the United States, 


PRICES. 

In New York city prices for white arsenic 
(arsenic trioxide), as given by the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Keporter, opened in January at 5% 
to 6 cents per pound, and gradually fell until 
in November 3 cents was reached, ‘‘and per- 
haps a shade lower.’’ In December a rise of 
one-fourth to three-fourths cent took place. 
These prices, of course, apply to large lots. 
Red arsenic (red sulphide of arsenic) sold dur- 
ing the first three months of 1908 at 8 to 8%4 
cents per pound, and during the remainder of 
the year at about one-fourth cent less. Paris 
green prices for 1908 were fixed by the man- 
ufacturers to take effect April 27, and were

USES. 


Among the principal uses of arsenic 
the trioxide in glass, as Paris green in 
ments, and as insecticides. The use of Paris 
green in paint is somewhat limited, as, like 
practically all arsenic compounds, it is poison- 
ous. As an insecticide it is used largely by 
gardeners and farmers. If pure, it is com- 
paratively harmless to plant life, owing to its 
insolubility, but the trioxide is often present 
in some quantity, and if Paris green is then 
used largely it is fatal to plants, especially in 
dry climates, where it is not soon washed off 
by rains. Paris green is a copper aceto-ar-

In metallurgy arsenic has but little use. It 
makes lead hard, and arsenical work lead 
from the silver-lead smelters is sometimes used 
for shot Arsenic, as the trioxide or sul- 
phide, is introduced into lead for making shot 
and bullets. The presence of arsenic, unless 
in minute quantities, in brass or bronze makes 
them brittle, though small quantities of less 
than 0.5 per cent. give cleaner castings and 
a greater ductility to Muntz metal. 

A number of arsenic salts and 
used medicinally, among the bromide, iodide, 
trisulphide, trioxide, sodium arsenate, and po- 
tassium arsenate, Realgar, the disulphide, 
both natural and artificial, is used as a paint 
Pisment in calico printing and dyeing; in 
tanning; and, as it burns with an intense 
white light, in pyrotechnics.

The final report of the U. S. Geological 
Survey on the production of lead in 1908 
has been completed by C. E. Siebenthal. 
An estimate of the production of refined 
lead in 1908 was given out in a brief 
bulletin in January of this year and 
published in the Reporter. The present 
report contains in addition much interest- 
ing information regarding production and 
consumption and a summary of the tech- 
nical advance made in the industry and 
of trade conditions for the year. 

The lead industry had an earlier re- 
covery from the depressed conditions pre- 
vailing at the close of 1907 than did the 
smelter industry. After maintaining a 
stationary condition for several months, 
lead prices rose rapidly until late sum- 
mer and then fell gradually until the 
close of the year. 

With the recovery of prices, lead min- 
ing was stimulated, but a considerable 
portion of the increased output of ore 
was marketed too late in the year to en- 
ter into the production of pig lead. Of 
the principal lead-producing States, Mis- 
souri alone showed an increase in the 
quantity mined, thus retaining the first 
rank in lead production. Idaho and Utah 
both showed a decreased production, but 
Colorado had the _ greatest decrease, 
amounting to over 40 per cent. There was 
an increase of 75 per cent. in the quan- 
tity of Mexican base bullion refined in 
bond in this country over the quantity re- 
fined in 1907, so that the total lead refined 
in this country makes a somewhat bet- 
ter showing than the domestic produc- 
tion.

PRODUCTION OF LEAD PIGMENTS. 
In addition to the leaded zine oxide and 


zinc-lead oxide pigments, which are noted 
more particularly in connection with the pro- 
duction of zinc pigments, there are two lead 
pigments which are produced directly from 
ore, namely, sublimed white lead and sub- 
limed blue lead, and a third one, litharge, 
is sometimes so produced. Sublimed white 
lead consists of lead sulphate 75 per cent., 
lead oxide 20 per cent., and zinc oxide 5 per 
cent. Sublimed blue lead consists of lead 
sulphate 50-24 per cent., lead oxide 38-41 
per cent., with small proportions of lead sul- 
phide, lead sulphite and zine oxide. Litharge, 
lead manoxide, is generally manufactured 
from pig lead, but the quantity given below 
was made directly from ore. The produc- 
tion of leaded zine oxide and zinc-lead oxide 
is repeated here for convenience,

CONSUMPTION, 

In previous statements of lead consumption 
in these reports it has been the 
custom to take into account the smelter 
stocks of lead at the beginning and at 
the close of the year. It is not to be denied 
that for the individual year this gives closer 


figures. It is just as true that account of 
trade stocks should also be taken to arrive at 
accurate results; but this is manifestly outside 
the scope of this bureau. It has been found 
impossible to obtain a statement of stocks from 
one large producer in either 1907 or 1908; 
hence consumption has been calculated without 


reference to domestic stocks. very consid- 
erable part, however—amounting in 1908 to 
nearly one-fourth of the lead smelted and 
refined in this country—is of foreign origin 
smelted in bond, and it is possible to obtain 
the stocks of this portion since they are re- 


ported annually by the Bureau of Statistics as

Under the influence of large stocks of lead 
in the hands of the producers and allied in- 
terests the year 1090S opened with lead at 3.55 
to 2.60 cents per pound. With returning con- 
fidence the increased activity of the building 
trades reacted upon the lead market, which 
howed a steady appreciation in prices that cul 
minated near the middle of August with lead 

\7> to 4.625 cents per pound. The rise in 
prices had already stimulated the resumption 
of Western production, which now began tp 
reach the market. There followed a decline 
in prices, which continued to the end of the 
year, closing with lead at 4.15 to 4.20 cents 
per pound. The yearly average was 4.2 cents, 


THE LEAD CONVENTION. 

It is reported that an organization of lead 
producers was formed early in 1909, at Paris, 
with the purpose of steadying prices by the 
control of lead sales. Those indicated as con- 
cerned are a group of German lead interests, 

ietiy metal sellers, the Broken Hill Proprie- 
tary Company, Limited, of Australia, and cer- 
tain producing interests in the United States 
which handle Mexican lead. The combination, 
as organized at present, is said to control about 
i per cent. of the world’s production of lead. 
It is expected that ultimately the convention 
will include all important European producers 
and Mexican producers.

Drug Trade of Bahia. 
EXTENSIVE IMPORTATIONS FROM EU- 
ROPE—AMERICAN OPPORTUNITY. 


Vice-Consul Tarleton B. Taylor, of 
Bahia, finds that the important drug trade 
of that Brazilian city has been but little 
exploited by Americans, se gives the fol- 
lowing particulars:— 

The United States has allowed France, 
Germany and England to acquire prac- 
tically a monopoly of this trade, There 
are, however, no reasons why the United 
States should not be able to sell more 
as American goods when once known are 
preferred. The demand for American 
drugs, cnemicals and medicines, if once 
introduced and properly advertised, would 
greatly increase, as they have the name 
of being good and reliable. 

Very few American drugs, chemicals, or 
medicines are known here. Codliver oil 
preparations and a few proprietary med- 
icines are the only ones advertised, Amer- 
ican drug firms are not as active as the 
French, German and English firms doing 
business in Brazil, and seem to be com- 
paratively indifferent to this market. 1 
have been told by the leading importers 
of drugs in Bahia that, when possible, 
they greatly prefer to do business with 
the United States. 

There are about fifty drug stores and 
pharmacies in Bahia, and they all seem 
to be well patronized. Many drug stores 
in this city also sell paints, oils and var- 
nishes. Brazilians are great users of 
medicines. Preparations for pulmonary 
diseases and malaria, etc., find very ready 
sales. A general complaint is biliousness, 
a natural consequence of the _ climate. 
There is no special preparation sold in the 
market for this ill. As Bahia City is the 
only port of entry and the clearing house 
for the State of Bahia, with its 2,500,000 
inhabitants, it naturally follows that 
goods which are sold in the city will be 
sold throughout the State. 

The total value of chemicals, drugs, 
perfumery and medicines imported 
through this port in 1908 amounted to 
$369,765, against $459,896 in 1907 and $386,671 
in 1906. 

HOW TRADE IS OBTAINED. 


While it is impossible to give the exact 
percentage of the countries engaged in 
the exportation of drugs, etc., to this port 
—the Brazilian government only furnish- 
ing the data in this line of goods for 
the whole of Brazil—the leading druggist 
of this city gave me these figures as 
being fairly correct:—France, 35 per cent.; 
Germany, 25 per cent.; England, 15 per 
cent.; United States, 8 per cent.; Italy, 6 
per cent., and all other countries, 11 per 
cent. 

One of the chief causes of French pre- 
ponderance in this trade is that most of 
the text-books used in the medical schools 
of Brazil are in French. Germany sells 
goods very cheaply and allows_longer 
credits than other countries. French, 
German and English drug firms have ex- 
perienced traveling salesmen who are 
conversant with the Portuguese language 
and who know thoroughly the conditions 
and requirements of this country. ‘They 
publish annual catalogues in Portuguese, 
giving prices and weights and measure- 
ments according to the metric system_and 
terms and rates of discount, if any. They 
allow long time for payment—generally 
from four to six months. In every im- 
portant city they have local agents who 
have full power to do any and all busi- 
ness for the firms they represent. 

They also send samples of their drugs, 
ete., to the principal druggists, pharma- 
cists, perfumers, hospitals, and leadin 
physicians. An order for $10,000 worth o 
drugs was given lately to an American 
firm simplv through some samples sent 
to the leading physicians of this city. 

Only one or two American drug firms 


doing business in Brazil have traveling 
salesmen. None of them is conversant 
with the Portuguese language. Many ot 
them depend on Spanish, which is next 
to useless in Bahia. They visit each city 
only about once in three years, while 
traveling salesmen of French, German 
and English firms visit each city at least 
once a year. 


SOURCE OF DIREC- 


DRUGS—SHIPPING 
TIONS. 

More care should be taken in packing, 
marking, classifying and invoicing ship- 
ments of drugs from the United States. 
Quite often importers have to pay large 
fines on account of the_carelessness ot 
shippers. Letters to Brazilian firms 
should be written in Portuguese, as Eng- 
lish and Spanish are very little under- 
stood. Freight rates between the United 
States and Bahia are much higher than 
between Europe and here. Naturally this 
evil will be corrected when the imports 
from the United States have increased 
sufficiently for steamship lines to afford 
cheaper rates. 

Essences, perfumes, proprietary medi- 
cines, pharmaceutical and toilet articles 
are supplied for the greater part by 
France. Germany is also becoming more 
and more active in this department of the 
trade. Germany and France lead all other 
countries in the supply of chemicals. 
England supplies a fair amount, Practi- 
cally no chemicals are imported from the 
United States. Creolin comes almost ex- 
clusively from Germany, while England 
supplies nearly the whole demand for 
quinine sulphate. 

The only departments of the drug trade 
that are almost exclusively of American 
origin are codliver oil preparations, ‘‘mar- 
avilla curativa,’’ homeopathic medicine 
cases, and pine resin. Most of the de- 
mand for medicinal wines, oils and oint- 
ments is supplied by Italy. There are 
also many medicinal extracts and pro- 
prietary medicines made in the south of 
Brazil from Brazilian plants and roots 
which are sold im great quantities in this 
city and State. 
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The German Method of Manufac- 
turing Cacao Butter. 


BY ROBERT P. SKINNER, UNITED 
STATES CONSUL GENERAL AT 
HAMBURG. 


An inquirer who contemplates the estab- 
lishment of a cacao butter manufactur- 
ing plant in Michigan wrongly inferred 
from a report forwarded from Hamburg 
on March 1%, 1909, that there was no 
cacao manufacturing industry in the 
United States. As a matter of fact, this 
industry has increased in importance in 
America poy ieaps and bounds during the 
last ter years, and in the report referred 
to it was merely stated as economically 
extraordinary that large quantities of im- 
ported cacao butter should still find a 
market in the United States. In 1880 there 
were seven firms manufacturing cacao 
products in the United States, and this 
number had increased to twenty-four in 
19). I have now before me a private iist 
of 109 firms manufacturing chocolate, and, 
without doubt, a number of them are also 
producing cacao butter. The importations 
of cacay into the United States in 1902 
were 56,744,545 pounds, and they increased 
regularly year by year, the total reaching 
97,419,700 in 1908. Remarkable as is this 
increase it must be remembered that the 
exportations of raw cacao from the pro- 
ducing markets amount to 260,000,000 
pounds per annum and that America is 
still regarded as a fertile field for Buro- 
pean manufacturers to cultivate, It seems 
fairly certain that the annual consump- 
tion of cacao products in the United 
States will continue to increase, as a 
tendency in this direction is noted 
throughout the world. 

From being objects of occasional con- 
sumption, cacao beverages are now com- 
peting actively with tea and coffee, and 
whereas the latter are merely infusions, 
without nutritive value, cacao contains 
nitrogenous and oleaginous elements, all 
of which form a part of the beverage and 
give it an important food value. 

All of our insular possesssions are ca- 
cao growing countries, and the product, 
characteristically American, is obtaining, 
as is its due, a more and more important 
place in national dietetics. Although 
chocolate and ‘‘cocoa”’ as table beverages, 
and chocolate bon bons of thousands of 
descriptions are popular in the United 
States, the consumption of the dry cake 
cacao as food is almost unknown. In 
Europe, on the other hand, and partic- 
ularly in France, the consumption of cake 
cacao as an ordinary and palatable food 
is quite common. Probably nine-tenths of 
the school children of Frence leave their 
homes in the morning with a slice of 
bread and a bit of chocolate, which they 
eat together at lunch time with entirely 
satisfactory results, 

The three cacao products known to 
commerce are cacao butter, cacao powder 
and cake chocolate, the manufacture of 
chocolate requiring skill and knowledge 
in special degree. The butter is merely 
the oil or grease of the kernel, usually 
extracted by pressure and leaving a resi- 
due still containing a certain amount of 
vegetable fat, which, being ground, as 
will be explained later, is used in making 
the beverage commonly known as cocoa. 
When chocolate is intended to be pro- 
duced the carefully cleaned kernels are 
crushed into a mass, flavored and ma- 
nipulated according to many methods 
and then, after an addition of pure gacao 
butter has been made to the natural con- 
tent of the mass, it is pressed into small 
cakes and thus sold, 

The cacao bean is composed in weight 
of 88 per cent. of kernel and husk and 12 
per cent. of shell. The shells and husks 
are treated chemically in Holland for 
the production of a low-grade butter, the 
reduction being effected by means of ether 
or benzine. The kernel, which contains 
from 50 to 55 per cent. of oil, was former- 
ly treated, when the extraction of butter 
was contemplated, by boiling, roasting 
and crushing in ten times its weight in 
water; the oil then rising to the surface 
was decanted and the residue pressed 
mechanically for the elimination of such 
butter as it still contained. This method 
has been abandoned and the kernels, freed 
from their envelopes, are now ground to 
a mass, brought to a temperature of 
from 60 to 70 degrees Centigrade, placed 
in coarse linen sacks and finally pressed 
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in steam-heated machines. After this first 
application of pressure the cacao cake 
contains from 20 to 3 per cent. of fat; 
it is then ground and repressed until not 
more than 15 per cent, of the fatty mat- 
ter remains. The oil, or grease, which 
has been extracted is called cacao butter 
and is used chiefly by chocolate manu- 
facturers, as heretofore explained, and, 
in smaller quantities, in the soap, per- 
fumery and pharmaceutical industries in 
which, owing to its neutral qualities, it is 
especially valuable. 

Fresh cacao butter is yellowish white, 
but if exposed to light becomes entirely 
white, and possesses a mild odor of the 
cacao and a sweet and agreeable taste. 
Both taste and odor are eliminated by 
boiling the fat with absolute alcohol, and 
in this condition it keeps a long time 
without becoming rancid. It is firm in 
consistency and melts at from 32 to 385 
degrees Centigrade according to quality. 
Its density varies from 0.890 to 0.900 at 15. 
degreees Centigrade. It is very soluble 
in ether, acetic ether, chloroform and es- 
sence of turpentine. It is sometimes falsi- 
fied with a mixture of stearine, paraf- 
fine and beef fat. If it is mixed with 
fatty oils it melts at a temperature of 
less than 25 degrees, and if it is mixed. 
with paraffine and beef fat it melts at a 
temperature in excess of 35 degrees. If 
pure, the point of fusion should not be 
less than 25 degrees nor more than 
degrees centigrade, 

The butter having now been withdrawn 
from the mass there remains an oily 
cake, which is ground into fine powder 
and commands a very wide sale. The 
powder is usually prepared according to 
the Dutch method by the addition of a 
solution of chemically pure potash. Less 
frequently soda is used instead, or per- 
haps a_solution of carbonate of ammo- 
nium. In ordinary practice the raw beans 
with their shell might be expected to 
yield from 40 to 45 per cent. of their 
weight in butter and per cent. of cacao 
powder. 

A great many machines are on the mar- 
ket for the manufacture of cacao prod- 
ucts, and every manufacturer has some 
more or less personal process, as the in- 
dustry is still in a state of development, 

A German plant, with machinery of the 
latest description and a capacity of 2,200 
pounds daily of dry cacao powder, would 
require the following investment:—

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Precipitated Barium Carbonate, 


PRODUCTION IN GERMANY—PROCESS OF 
MANUFACTURE, 


Consul-General Robert P. Skinner, of 
Hamburg, says that certain Ameri 
correspondents are correctly informe 
that ground barytes, as well as barium 
sulphate, are by no means identical with 
precipitated barium carbonate. He gives 
the following trade particulars:— 

Precipitated barium carbonate is an in- 
dustrial product manufactured in a num- 
ber of chemical factories in Germany and 
other countries. <A cartel or pool ar- 
rangement exists between the manufac- 
turers, who have a sole sales agent in 
the United States. However, another con- 
cern has now come into the field, and it 
is understood that a second is ‘soon to 
follow, both of which will be entirely 
independent of the trust. I am unable 
to supply the address of the independent 
factory referred to, but an export agent, 
whose name is forwarded—and may be 
obtained from the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures—states that he is in a position to 
furnish an excellent quality of precipi- 
tated barium carbonate of a degree of 
98 or 99 per cent., at 12 marks per 100 
kilos ($2.85 per 220 pounds), includin 
bags, c. i. f. New York. Only the groun 
article is purchased in the United States. 

A natural barium carbonate is mined 
in this country in the Thuringian Moun- 
tains, and is known as witherite. It 
seems likely that the natural article is 
also marketed on trust terms. Corre- 
spondence concerning witherite may be 
undertaken with a party in Thuringia 
[address obtainable from Bureau of Man- 
ufactures). 

The barium carbonate (BaCO,) com- 
monly shipped to the United States is 
obtained artificially by the treatment of 
BaS with gaseous COs. By this method 
the S, which is added to the product of 
reactions, is combined by boiling with 
Ba(OH)2., and the purified product 
BaCoO; is then withdrawn by filtration. 

Barium carbonate is insoluble in cold 
or hot water and alkohol, but is easily 
soluble in HCl. It is used for the manu- 
facturer of bricks of even color and terra 
cottas, and in glass and glass earthen- 
ware industries.

Good demand for spot seed at 34ec. over 
Duluth May. Arrivals of 10 cars com- 
ared with 17 last year. Market a little 
ower.

Chicago, Dec. 22, 1909. 
Insufficient supplies of flaxseed, and sen- 
sational prices, were the features of the 
trade the current week. The local mar- 
ket, based on the market of Duluth and 
the Northwest, saw the highest prices in 
trade history. No. 1 Northwestern seed, 
which is the highest grade here, sold up 
to $1.97, though this price was largely a 
nominal one at that, the market in the 
Northwest being at a still higher figure 
and passing the $2 mark for the first time 
since there was any Northwestern seed. 
There are many men in the trade who 
never expected to see a $2 flaxseed mar- 
ket, and it is likely that they will not see 
it again for many years to come. The 
reasons for the wonderful strength have 
been told so many times that probably 
every one in the trade knows them by 
this time. Through a variety of circum- 
stances, through cumulative stages, the 
market has added strength from day to 
day, until it has reached levels that had 
seemed almost impossible. The shortage, 
the inability of the crushers to secure the 
seed, the apparent independence of some 
of the farmers, members of a league o 
ganized to boost the price of the agri- 
culturists’ production, and last, the 
switchmen’s strike in the Northwest 
which prevented the free movement of 
seed, all have contributed to the crea- 
tion of a market which is naturally and 
artificially high. Chicago crushers have 
given up their predictions as to the out- 
come, and most of them frankly confess 
that they are at sea as to what the fu- 
ture will bring forth. The sharp ad- 
vances in prices in this country, which 
caused the buyers to look to other coun- 
tries for seed, and which forced the buy 
ing of more than 3,000,000 bushels in the 
Argentine, naturally has boosted the price 
of seed in the South American country 
and every fresh demand for seed there 
will lift that market still higher. If the 
Magthwestern price is advanced further, 
ally the local price will have to 
follow. There is one ray of hope, how- 
ever, which comes in the report which 
was current on the local board of trade 
to-day, to the effect that the railroad 
strike has been settled. It will be _ wel- 
come news if it proves to be true, for it 
may relieve the present stringency t 
some extent.

LINSEED OIL. 


The market is at the high water mark 
of the year. While seed has climbed to 
the highest price ever reached in re- 
cent years, the advance in oil has been 
of a more conservative sort, however, for 
there is still a considerable margin be- 
tween the present price of oil, high as it 
is, and the record price obtained several 
years ago. But there is no tellling what 
will be done in the future. It seems cer- 
tain that with seed at $2, there will have 
to be a further advance in oil. Should 
seed prices drop, values for oil probably 
will not seek any higher level. As it is 
now, the price is almost a prohibitive one, 
and there is simply no demand for oil 
beyond what the buyers fee] that they 
need for their present use. Never was 
the policy of letting the future take care 
of itself more in vogue in the linseed oil 
market than it is to-day. It is not from 
choice that the users of the oil take this 
rather unbusinesslike attitude, however. 
They are ruled by conditions which never 
have existed before. They realize the 
shortage, and they would gladly buy oil 
at strong prices, if they could secure it, 
but there is no one who is rash enough 
to predict that seed prices will hold up, 
and the buying of oil whose price is 
based on a seed cost which, even if it is 
not artificial, is at least unnatural, hard- 
ly appeals to the paint grinders who are 
the most promineat users of the oil. And, 
even if the buyers, themselves, were will- 
ing to take future oil at a price closely 
approximating that which is now being 
quoted for spot oil, it is by no means cer- 
tain that the crushers would be willing 
to sell. They have distinct troubles of 
their own, and they are unable to tell 
what the seed market will do, so that if 
they were to sell liberally ahead, and the 
market would advance, they would be in 
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a predicament. So it seems that the pol- 

icy of seller and of buyer, dictated by 
nothing but conditions which they cannot 
regulate, is to buy from hand to mouth 
and hope that the situation will improve. 
Chicago crushers are quoting mostly at 
68c. for spot oil, and little reduction is 
quoted for futures, 

LINSEED CAKE. 

A strong market, but demand is 
checked by the extremely high prices, so 
that sales ahead are few and far be- 
tween, The Minneapolis crushers are not 
reported to be offering much cake 
through local brokers, and the Chicago 
crushers have sold the bulk of their pro- 
duction far ahead enough to enable 
them to stop for a_ breathing spell, 
and abstain from offering any more 
cake save, perhaps, a very little spot 
stuff. Because of the general lack of 
new business, it is hard to quote a price 
that will seem correct, but it is safe to 
say that no cake could be bought here 
to-day under $31.50, and probably at not 
less than $32 per ton. Chicago basis. 

CORN OIL. 

The market is strong, and the price has 
been advanced within the current week. 
Inquiry has developed again, and makers 
report that they can hardly keep up with 
orders. This is usually the dull p2zriod of 
the year in the corn 9il trade, for it is 
so close to the holidays, but the fact that 
linseed has sought such a high level, that 
cottonseed oil is up, and that other com- 
petitive oils are on high levels, is forcing 
the price of corn oil to the best figure it 
has attained since it became a factor in 
the oil business. Local manufacturers are 
quoting the price for the oil, in barrels, 
$6.30 per hundred. Tank cars are held at

NEATSFOOT OIL. 

The market stands on a firm basis, 
with the price quotations fully as high as 
they were last week, and no indication 
that they will break. With every tannery 
in tne country sending orders, and with 
ail the users of the oil more than ever 
eager to get their quota of oil, it does 
not seem that the recent drop in live 
stock, which, at best, is regarded as be- 
ing only temporary, can have any effect 
on an Oil the production of which is lim- 
ited, even in the time of heavy supplies 
of raw material.

Western Trade Notes. 


The ftirst unit of the Corn Products 
piant at Argo, Ill, the largest of its kind 
in the world, will probably be in operation 
shortly after the first of the year. It is 
now said that the building will be done 
within another couple of weeks, and that 
the installation of machinery will then be 
carried on with all speed. The manufac- 
ture of starch will undoubtedly begin be- 
fore the month of January is over. It is 
said to be the plan of the company to 
close its Indianapolis mill as soon as the 
Argo piant is placed in actual operation. 

The Chicago Board of Trade has ceased 
quoting the Buenos Ayres market for 
wheat, corn and flaxseed. It is said that 
the quotations that were furnished were 
unreliable, and that there had been some 
intimation that the figures furnished this 
country were different from the prices as 
actually established in Argentine. The ac- 
tion was taken as the result of the re- 
ports one day last week, which showed a 
sensational advance in wheat and flax- 
seed, and on the strength of which prices 
here were boosted. It afterwards was dis- 
covered that the quotations furnished 
were several cents away from the truth. 
Until the exchange can place more reli- 
ance in the Buenos Ayres quotations, 
therefore, they will not be posted on the 
board, though private wire houses are 
still using them. 

The Hockaday Paint Company, of Wi- 
chita, Kan., has opened a branch in Kan- 
sas City. 

The immense Christmas tree which was 
used by the Chicago Paint Club at its an- 
nual “‘ladies’ night,’’ has not performe: 
its entire mission in this world. It was 
voted to donate it to some charitable in- 
stitution for children, and the Home for 
Destitute and Crippled Children was se- 
lected, where the tree will carry the pres 
ents of Santa Claus till they are handed 
over to the children. 

It was rumored this week that Russian 
flaxseed had been offered for sale here, 
and that there was some likelihood of one 
of the crushers securing some of this 
seed. The rumor was traced to its source 
but it was not verified, though there 
some ground for suspicion that a move- 
ment is under way to bring some of this 
flax. which is the original of our North- 
western seed, to this country. It is be- 
.lieved that a price fully as favorable as 
that for Argentine seed can be made.

Ethyl Alcohol trom Sawdust. 

EMPLOYED IN FRANCE— 

AMERICAN ENTER- 
PRISBS—CHEAPNESS OF PROD- 
‘*UeT DEPENDING UPON 

SUPPLY OF READY 
MATERIAL. 
Washington, Dec. 24, 1909. 

‘The extraction of ethyl alcohol as dis- 
tinguished from methyl, or wood alcohol, 
from sawdust and other waste wood is at- 
tracting much attention in this country 
and abroad and the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures, of the Department of Commerce 
und Labor, has been requested to secure 
ail possible information concerning the 
processes employed in Europe, especially 
in France and Germany. Replying to an 
inquiry from a Chicago firm, asking for 
information concerning the production of 
ethyl alcohol from sawdust in France, 
quantity of such material available and 
the prospect for a sale in that country of 
a newly invented American process, Con- 
sul General Frank H, Mason, of Paris, 
has torwarded the following report:— 

“Very little timber or lumber is sawed in 
or lear the forests of France, so that the sup- 
ply of material for such a process would be 
limited and expensive. Apparently the only 
establishment for the manufacture of alcohol 
from sawdust is at St. Marcel, in the Depart- 
ment of Ardeche, in the south of France, not 
far from the Mediterranean, It is a new, up- 
tu-date concern and employs a highly improved 
process of an inventor of Aix la Chapelle, 
Which consists in exposing sawdust to sul- 
phurous acid gas, whereby a chemical action 
is induced which enables the alcohol to be 
generated and extracted without being mixed 
with or contaminated by the sulphur, as had 
always happened when sawdust was macerated 
in a svlution of sulphuric acid under the older 
process. Consequently, it is claimed that wood 
alcohol made by the new process can be drunk 
or used for any other purpose to which pure 
alcohol is usually applied. 

“One metric ton (2,204 pounds) of sawdust 
yields by this process 100 liters, or 27.47 gal- 
lons, of alcohol, 20 kilos (42 pounds) of acetic 
acid, and the residue or spent sawdust is 
pressed into briquettes and used as fuel, Con- 
sequently it is claimed that the process is 
Very profitable. The process is patented, of 
course, in France and the United States.’’ 

While Mr. Mason's report is stated by 
experts here to be inaccurate in certain 
details, the process described is recog- 
nized as that covered by the so-called 
Claussen patent, which is that of a Ger- 
man inventor, the American rights under 
which are reported to have been sold to 
parties in the United States several years 
ago for approximately $100,000. The first 
experiments made under this patent in 
the United States were undertaken on a 
laboratory scale at Chicago by the Lig- 
num Inversion Company. These tests 
demonstrated the practicability of the 
process, and subsequently a plant was 
erected in Mississippi at a reported cost 
of $200,000, at which considerable quanti- 
ties of ethyi alcohol were manufactured 
from the soft pine wood available there. 
Notwithstanding the success of the labor- 
atory experiments and the soundness of 
the principles underlying the process the 
operation of the plant proved a financial 
failure.

recently a Chicago firm of en- 
John M. Ewen Company— 
large experimental lant 
and established a regular bonded distil- 
lery of small size. In this plant various 
kinds of sawdust were tested and highly 
successful experiments were made in the 
production of ethy] alcohol of a high de- 
sree of purity. Tne results obtained in 
the manufacture of pure spirits were re- 
markable and have atiracted much at- 
tention among experts, the output of the 
distillery containing a surprisingly small 
quantity of volatile by-products or con- 
generic substances found in such large 
percentages in grain alcohol, whiskey, etc. 
lt is understood that representatives of 
the DuPont Powder Company visited the 
plant referred to with a view to acquiring 
rights for the construction of a large dis- 
tillery to be used in the manufacture of 
alcohol for the production of smokeless 
powder, 

The experiments 
to have produced such gratifying re- 
sults that a plant is now being built in 
Georgia on a large commercial scale. Ow- 
ing to the bulky character of sawdust and 
other waste wood, it is not practicable to 
transport it, hence the distilleries must be 
located in the vicinity of a practically in- 
exhaustible supply. This condition nat- 
urally restricts the location of plants to 
regions in which large lumbering and 
woodworking operations are being carried 
on. 

In the process understood to be em- 
ployed in the recent experiments in the 
\nited States there are certain variations 
from the Claussen system. The sawdust 
is placed in a converter and treated with 
sulphurous acid gas under pressure which 
converts the cellulose into fermentable 
sugars. It is then conveyed into the cells 
of a diffusion battery containing hot 
water to dissolve out all the soluble mat- 
ter, the liquid being drawn off in the form 
of a thin syrup which is afterward fer- 
mented and treated by the familiar proc- 
ess of producing alcohol from molasses. 
It is said that ethyl alcohol can be pro- 
duced by this process for from 10 to 15 
cents per gallon, provided an unlimited 
supply of raw material is at hand.

The effect of the holiday season has 
been marked to a greater extent during 
the week, but dealers, as a rule, ex- 
press satisfaction that the movement 
into consuming and distributing chan- 
nels was so well sustained to an un- 
usually long period in the year. De- 
velopments have been of a less inter- 
esting character, and the week’s fluc- 
tuations involve more items of sec- 
ondary interest. The reduction in 
opium was based on easier primary ad- 


vices, but some dealers declined to 
meet the lower level. The quinine 
events were of rather favorable sig- 


nificance, and more confidence was ex- 
pressed in the outcome of a unit at the 
next Amsterdam bark auction that 
would reflect on quinine values. Citric 
acid was in better request on stimulat- 
ing advices. Freer arrivals of large 
jewelers’ cuttlebone brought prices 
more in buyers’ favor, Glycerine main- 
tained its strong position. Haarlem oil 
was in upward tendency on the restric- 
tion by the customs authorities. Freer 
offers of St. Ignatus beans for ship- 
ment occasioned a lower level. Prickly 
ash berries were maintained at ad- 
vancing figures. Among the essential 
oils lemon, orange and bergamot were 
reported higher for primary shipment, 
but no variation was noted in spot 
prices. Natural sassafras was in firmer 
tendency on light stocks. Valencia 
saffron prices were fully maintained 
on the rejection of some of the late im- 
portations as _ adulterated. Refined 
camphor was again in better demand 
and upward for shipment of foreign. 
The conditions governing short buchu 
remained bullish. Digitalis was up- 
ward, owing to scarcity and damiana 
realized full prices. Doggrass root was 
advanced on the imposition of the high- 


er duty. Colombo root was sold at 
firming values, supplies being light. 
Rhubarb was held at a slight advance 
on further advices from primary 
sources.

The market has been subjected to 
further bearish influences, a decline of 
10c. having marked the interval, The 
initiative was taken on receipt of ad- 
vices to the effect that the smaller 
holders in Turkey were more disposed 


to sell. The lower schedule was met 
in some quarters, while other dealers 
declared that the situation in their 


opinion did not warrant any less fa- 
vorable consideration. The decline 
brought the market to $5.75 for cases, 
$5.80 for jobbing lots and $6.75 for 
powdered as inside quotations, but the 
more confident holders maintained to 
$6 for whole and to $7 for powdered, 
The demand has been light. The stock 
of opium in bond on November 30 last, 
amounted to 39,523 pounds ($142,951), 
against 10,246 pounds ($45,333) on the 
corresponding day of last year. Our 
Smyrna correspondent cables as fol-

Smyrna, Dec. 24, 1909 

The market is quiet, but maintained. Ar- 
rivals to date amount to 1,838 cases.

Smyrna, Dec. 11, 1909. 

After eight or ten days of extreme quietude 
sellers of opium made up their minds to make 
a concession to buyers, and this attracted im- 
portant orders from America to the extent of 
150 baskets, which changed hands at about 
iss. 3d. per pound. 

Our stock, all told, is now reduced to only 
800 packages of every sort and condition, and 
this seems to me a most weighty point, the 
effect of which will not fail to bear heavily 
on the course of the market toward February 


or March. 
Quinine 


The market has not been subjected to 
any tangible developments during the 
week, but the sentiment has remained 
rather bullish. More interest centred 
in the announcement of the half- 
monthly bark shipments from Java to 
Europe by reason of the several days’ 
delay in the receipt of the shipments 
as well as on account of the reported 
movement on the part of the growers 
to keep exports within a more moder- 
ate limit. The shipments turned out 
slightly below the average at 514,000 
Dutch pounds, bringing the total so 
far this year to 14,746,000 pounds, 
against 14,567,000 pounds for the cor- 
responding period of last year. While 
the local demand shows some abate- 
ment incidental to the closing year, 
makers still find it of encouraging pro- 
portions, and there seems to be a more 
speculative suggestion to trading than 
the market has experienced in a con- 
siderable time. Some dealers believe 
that a higher level will be in effect 
soon after the turn of the year, and the 
realization of these expectations would 
seem to be justified if the Amsterdam 
bark sale on January 18 should result

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Regardless of the fact that the new 
year is only a week off there is little 
indication of any material change in 
the industrial situation. The influence 
of year-end settlements, renewals and 
inventories has had a tendency to 


curb extensive operations in some 
branches, but in others specifications 
are booked so far ahead there is no 


perceptible falling off in the contract 
movement. Sentiment surrounding the 
general business situation is very opti- 
mistic. The only unfavorable feature 
that has gained prominence is the dis- 
satisfaction expressed in certain labor 


circles. ‘The high cost of living is the 
chief reason for this disturbance, but 
ways and means will likely be found 


to conciliate the spirit of labor in the 
near future. The persistent increase in 
the volume of domestic exports is a 
very encouraging feature, and those 
close to the pulse of trade look upon 
the current high prices of products as 
a blessing in disguise and contend that 
it will enormously increase the country’s 
agricultural area. Advices at hand 
from many large industrial points are 
along the same lines as lately, noted. 


Conditions prevailing in the glass, 
paper and soap industries are satis- 
factory. The outlook at textile sources 


is somewhat uncertain under the in- 
fluence of high prices for raw materials, 
The iron and steel plants are running 


full capacity, but there are said to 
be less orders for shipments ahead. 
Construction work of all classes 1s 


progressing rapidly and prospects ap- 
pear encouraging for a continuance of 
activity in this line. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 4144@4% per cent. for ninety days and 
4% per cent. for six months, Call money 


on the Stock Exchange has ranged 
from 4@6 per cent., Friday’s closing 
being 4 per cent. The higher grades 


of mercantile paper are held at 44%@

for others. Bar silver closed Friday at 
52%c. Mexican dollars were 44@48c. In

The week has been productive of 
little that is materially new regarding 
the different items of chemical inter- 
est. The advent of the holiday period 
has had its usual influence, and both 
buyers and _ sellers have displayed 
comparatively little interest regarding 
market affairs. The contract move- 
ment has progressed steadily, and the 
month’s distribution of the various de- 
scriptions is said to be of enormous 
proportions. Shipments of the heavy 
chemicals are probably greater than 
those of any other class. The recent 
squeeze in the bleach market has been 
materially relieved, and spot values 
have again yielded under the influence 
of heavy importations. Oxalic acid 
has held its own through the interval 
and holders have experienced little dif- 
ficulty in maintaining former quota- 
tions. White arsenic is quiet and un- 
changed with demand only moderate. 
Red arsenic is held at slightly higher 
prices owing to a scarcity on spot and 
the closing of navigation in Germany. 
Nitrate of lead has been in somewhat 
freer supply, and dealers have cut 
values in an endeavor to move spot 
goods. Tin oxide has been established 
on a higher trading level as a result of 
the advance in metal prices. Blue 
vitriol is steady at the late advance, 
and makers express firm views regard- 
ing the market's outlook. Chlorate of 
potash is commanding premiums for 
spot goods, owing to scarcity. A de- 
tailed report of the principal items of 
chemical interest is indicated below, 
also a summary of the Liverpool, Lon- 
don and Antwerp chemical markets. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Condi- 
tions governing this market have 
shown no perceptible change during 
the interval. The demand for contract 
shipments is satisfactory, and the vol- 
ume of sales for export account shows 
a tendency to increase, but there is no 
unusual feature to note regarding 
transactions. Makers quote lec. for 
bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f. o. b. works, and 
an advance of .20c. all around for 
goods delivered in this section, less 
usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The easier 
tendency noted in our previous report 
has continued during the interval, and 
values of spot goods have yielded un- 
der freer offerings. Recent heavy ar- 
rivals from Antwerp and _ Liverpool 
have relieved the situation materially, 
and the market appears to be rapidly 


assuming a more normal condition.

Practically the entire list of fertilizer 
materials shows changes, all of which 
are advances. The regular buying sea- 
eon is now on and from all indica- 
tions the season will be a _ record- 
breaking one and is expected to 
ceed the movement of last year which 
was the largest in the history of the 
industry. The cotton planters are in 
as excellent a financial condition as 
they ever were and are receiving more 
and more money for their products. 
During the week producers of sulphate 
of ammonia advanced their quotations 
two and one-half points more, mak- 
ing 2 net advance of five points for 
the two weeks. The demand is grow- 
ing in volume and the consumption 
for the season will undoubtedly ba 
greater than that of last year, as pres- 
ent prices are about thirty points 
under those of last year, due to the 
reduction in the tariff. Dried fish 
scrap has been advanced fifteen points 
locally and supplies are rather well 
cleaned up. Acidulated scrap is with- 
out change, but sufficient material 
available to answer the needs of the 
trade. Imported ground fish guano 
advanced five points in sympathy with 
the general situation. Tankage is 
from fifteen to twenty cents higher 
with a better demand. Dried blood 
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is firm but without quotable change. ! 


Concentrated tankage is five to ten 
points higher. All of the bone products 
have advanced as has one description 
of phosphate rock. Nitrate of soda is 
becoming firmer, but the movement 
is not as yet quite up to that of 
other years. Detailed reports of the 
principal markets follow:— 
Ammoniates., - 

SULPHATH OF AMMONIA.—The 
week brought with it a further ad- 
vance of 2%c. for both foreign and do- 
mestic spot material, making the ad- 
vance for the past two weeks five 
points. The demand has_ increased 
perceptibly and.the foreign markets 
are more active with a large inquiry 
from the United States. Foreign sul- 
phate is quoted at $2.65 for both spot 
and nearby futures; domestic at 
$2.67% for both spot and nearby de- 
liveries. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE,— 
The Chicago abattoir market took on 
a spurt during the interval and large 
sales of tankage were reported as high 
as $3.15@3.17% Charleston freight. For 
high grade tankage December ship- 
ment $2.80 and 10 was quoted on the 
Chicago basis; $2.77% Kansas. City 
and $3.30 and 10 on the Charleston, 
Savannah and Jacksonville basis. 
While the packers were quoting this 
figure no sales were noted, as condi- 
tions were not such that consumers 
feel warranted in paying such a 
figure. In dried blood the asking quo- 
tations of the packers are unchanged, 
$2.90 being quoted, Chicago freight; 
$2.89 for Kansas City and $3.24 for 
Charleston, Savannah and Jackson- 
ville. For deliveries after January 1 
packers are asking $3. 

FISH SCRAP.—In common with the 
general situation the market is firmer, 
with quotations showing a substantial 
advance. Dried scrap has advanced to 
$2,85 and 10; wet acidulated is un- 
changed at $2.35 and 35; imported 
ground fish guano is higher at °$3 
and 10. Dried scrap is in rather 
scanty: supply and wet acidulated is 
plentiful. Cargoes of imported ground 
fish guano are arriving at Southern 
points at regular intervals. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There is a bet- 
ter feeling noted in the market coin- 
cident with the general firmness of 
the other fertilizer materials, but the 
movement is still inclined to lag. 
While the brokers are asking $2.10 this 
price is more or less nominal, and 
$2.07%4 is being accepted by the brokers. 
The shipment market, however, is 
firmer and for January-February- 
March nothing under $2.10 is available. 

Pyrites. 

The market is firmer as regards feel- 
ing, but quotations have not responded 
in any way as yet. Several important 
cargoes are afloat to American ports.
